or as the Heart is ufually call’d the firft 
Origin of Heat; not only, becaufe it is 
reputed the Seat of the Animal Fire; but 
alfo, becaufe from thence, as from a Foun- 
tain, the Bloodis convey’d into the Sy- 
fiem of the Arteries as into Channels, by 
i 7 B the 
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the Means of which, Heat is communi- 
cated to all the Body; in the fame Man- 
ner, the Tefticles, which elaborate a moft 
noble Matter for Generation, do not only 
alone contribute to Stamp our Maker’s 
Image; but alfo do greatly advantage the. 
Individual, by adding Strength to the 
whole Body, and changing the Tempera- 
ment of it. The Manner of which cannot 
efcape fuch as have any Notion of the Cir- 
culation. Inafmuchas the Blood (whofe 
Remainder, after.Nutrition, or Diftribu- 
tion, the Spermatick Veins reconvey to 
the. Heart, imbued with Seminal Atoms 
or Genital Spirit charged with Active 
Particles) gradually brings ona Change 
of the whole Body. Wherefore, fince 
fuch noble Virtues are hoarded up in that 
Matter elaborated by the Tefticles, ’tis 
no Wonder that too great an Expence of 
this Fluid, or however fo great a Change 
produced in Mankind, by: the Damage 
done to thofe Parts from Venereal In- 
fections, fhould deferve My Care in a par- 
ticular Manner, whofe whole Courfe of 
Life has been {pent in ftudying how to 
be ferviceable to fuch unfortunate People. 
_ Tfhall not fpend my Time in Etymo- 
logies, fince the Word Gonorrhea is de- 
rived from yoy Seed, and fé to Flow 3 
: which, 
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which, tho, ic may denote any Flux of 
Seed, yet is ordinarily taken to fignify a 
preternatural Flux of ic. The Ancients 
feem to have had no Knowledge of this 
virulent Running, now fo common a- 
mongft us; andthis Name, borrow d from 
the Greeks, did not fignify the virulent, 
but the fimple Gonorrhea; for the rooted. 
Degree of the virulent Kind, we borrow 
a Name bordering upon the Greek, from 
Funius ; namely, Sipbylis, from anos 
fignifying a Deform'd Vifage; becaufe in 
this Difeafe the Nofe often falls in. 

But alldo not agree in the Defcription 
of this preternatural Flux ; for fome do 
not reckon every Evacuation a preterna- 
tural Gonorrbea, but only fuch an one as 
owes its Rife to a Weaknefs of the Re- 
tention of the Seed; others look upon 
Noéturnal Pollution to merit that Name; 
but I here take a Gonorrhea for a preter- 
natural and involuntary Effufion of Mat- 
ter from the Urethra or Vagina. 

_ Therefore, it may be defcribed to bea 
preternatural and involuntary Effufion of 
Seed or Matter, without the leaft Senfe 
of Pleafure, arifing from the Weaknefs of 
the Seminal Parts. So that it appears 
that a Gonorrbea is a Symptom depend- 
ing primarily on the Prejudice done to 
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the Parts; and fecondarily, on the Weak 
nefs of Retention. As to the Flux of Mat- 
ter, that differs according to the Parts — 
injured and Caufe of the Difeafe. And 
for Method’s Sake, I fhall divide this 
Short Difcourfe into Three Parts: The Firft 
fall treat of the Simple Gonorrhea; the | 
Second of a Virulent Gonorrhea, and the 
‘Third of the Lues. , | 
As to a Simple Gonorrbea, it isa preé 
_ternatural and involuntary. Effufion’ of 
Seed; for every Flux of Seed is not a 
Gonorrhea ; In fome, it is emptied every 
Week by lufcious Dreams, with anEre= — 
ction of the Penis, or Clitoris, and Plea- 
fure ; from theFlux of which, as they are — 
in Health, and it happens from a gentle 
Irritation of aétive Particles refiding in 
. the Veficule Seminales, it can neither be 
call’d preternatural nor involuntary; but 
if it returns often, as well by Day as by 
Night, or from any the leaft Senfual 
‘Thought, without Pleafure, and waftes 
the Spirits and enfeebles Perfons, then it 
may properly be recounted as preterna- 
tural: Since the Quantity is prejudicial; 
and the Parts are too lax, this may pro- 
perly be term’d a Simple Gonorrhea, as 
well as whenit flows conftantly; for thefe 
two differ only in Degrees. 
: The 
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The Parts affeéted are term'd Seminal. 
The immediate Seat of it is in the Profata, 
or Veficule Seminales ; for the Pores of the 
Profiate, as well as thofe of the Veficula, 
aretoo much enlarged. Ve/alias obferved 
all thofe Paflages more patent in a Perfon 
~ executed and diffe&ted at Padoua, who 
had, before Death, been troubled with 
an involuntary Flux of Seed. Altho’ thefe 
Parts be immediately affected, yet it is 
— Groundlefs, that in a Gonorrhea other Parts 
are not alfo prejudiced: Which thing , 
Dr. Wharton, in the 31f Chapter of his 
Adenograph. obferves; Not one Part only, 
-fays he, but all the Seminal Parts ave affect- 
ed ina Gonorrhea. And it appears very 
plainly, that the Parts deftin’d for Elabo- 
ration of the Semen primarily, are alfoin- | 
jured in this preternatural Excretion ; as 
are more efpecially the Teffes, which may 
be proved to be affected here, becaufe 
many labouring under a Gonorrhea, are at 
the fame time taken with a Swelling, and 
often an Inflammation of one or both Te- 
fticles.. Examples of this kind | meet 
with daily; more efpecially in the Virulent — 
Sort; for there, if the Matter be impru- - 
dently check’d, the Veffels are furcharged | 
with acrimonious Particles, which feldom 
failof fretting them, and inviting thereby 
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4 plentiful Influx of Humours, which hav- 
ing no Paflage, muft effeGtually enlarge 
the Tefies ; of which more anon. In Wo- 
men, the Glands of the Vagina are the Seat 
of it; and what is faid of the Proffate in 
Men, may in like manner be pronounced 
of thefe Glands in Women. | 

The Caufes of this Simple Gonorrhea, 
are either immediate or remote: In it the 
Parts of Generation, and the Fluids are 
immediately affe&ted ; for either the Parts 
are too lax and open, and become there- 
by unfit to retain their Contents, or the 
Seed is too thin, being either too watry 
or too volatile; and then it either flows 
involuntarily through the widened Paf- 
fages, or galls the Duéts, and makes them 
contrac ftrongly, and {queeze out their 
Contents. 

The Retention is weaken’d from & was 
try, crude, and undigefted Seed, which 
not being enough concocted, it eafily glides 
thro’ the Seminal Duéts, even without 
creating any Senfation of Pleafure; and 
alfo without any preceding Caufe, fave a 
very {mall Irritation in the Genitals, fuch 
as is obferved, whilft the Faces iffue from 
the Fundaments or, as Fernelius has it, 
whilft a Glifter is inje&ted ; or as Platerus 
fays, hence it often happens, that a purg- 
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ing Medicine being taken, fome, from an . 
Acrimony or Watrifhnefs of the Seed, or 
Weaknefs of the Veffels, difcharge Seed 
plentifully; which, however, happens moft 
commonly to fuch” as have the Seminals 
weaken’d. It is ufual for fuch Perfons, 
upon ftraining at Stool, to difcharge this 
Fluid without any Senfation of Pleafure ; 
and. in our Country, it frequently fuc- 
_ ceeds a Gonorrhea late cured ; for if proper 
- Remedies are negleé&ted, the Orifices of 
the Veficule Seminales may for. ever after 
lofe their Force, either becaufe they are 
become irreparably Flaccid; or becaufe 
their Orifices, being eroded, can never be 
clofed up. 

Too frequent Embraces, and the dete- 
ftable Practice of Fribling, which is com- 
, monly call’d the Crime of Onan, and is 
term’d from thence Onanifm, do give Rife 
to this Simple Flux; for by inviting this 
Fluid thither, and provoking its Difcharge 
fo often, the Paffages of Conveyance are 
widen'd greatly ; and the Blood being im- 
poverifh’d, affords but too thin Semen; fo 
that “tis odds but they fall into a Tabes 
Dorfalis, where they have Pains in their 
Heads, Necks, Joints, and Mufcles, fo 
that they can hardly bend themfelves for- 
ward, where much and thin Sced flows 
1b) i; torth 
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forth upon going to Stool or making Wa> 
ter, as alfo whilft afleep, with or without 
Dreaming; where the Body waftes, the 
Breath fhortens, and the Head grows heavy; 
where, in fine, the Appetite fails, the Legs 
fwell, and Blindnefs enfues. And as this 
Vice prevails with Youth, where Nature 
calls upon them fo frequently, and they 
either want Opportunities to gratify their 
Juftful Appetites, or are afraid to make ufe 
of them, left they fhould fuffer Damages 
in their Bodies thereby, or-becaufe they 
affe& the Charaéer of fober Youths. In 
allthefe Cafes, this detefiable PraQtice takes 
Place; and finding no Inconveniency at. 
firft to attend it, they follow it without 
Remorfe or Meafure, till they hurry on 
very dangerous Confequences, which the 
more readily happen to Youths *lefs:ad- 
vanced in Years; becaufe their Growth, not 
being yet finith’d, is hindred thereby, and 
their Bones are deprived of that Firmnefs 
they ought to enjoy by Nature; fo that they 
who have made too free with themfelves 
before Maturity efpecially, grow old in 
their middle Age; their Blood being de- 
prived of its Balfam too early, the Fibres 
of the Flefh and Bones are flabby and flexile’s 
the Mufcles, which would refemble thofe 
of a Lion, if Nature were not difturb’d in 
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her Courfe, have no Spring in them; they 
faintly obey the Spirits whenever they are 
put in Motion: And, in fhort, Men are 
emafculated by this odious Vice, which is 
one Share of the Temporal Punifhment re- 
taining tothe Sin. I now am acquainted 
with the Cafe of one, who is become ime 
potent in his Bloom, by having: made tog 
free with this Play; and I am afraid there 
will be great Reafon for the Damfel his 
Spoufe, to plead for a Difcharge ; unlefs, 
by proper Affiftance; (which I am in hopes 
te give him in duetime) he canbe reftored 
to his Vigour and Virility ,- which hag 
been long, in vain, attempted by the Aus 
_ thor of Onania’s Remedies, @c, “And may 
not this alfo be reckon’d into the Number 
of Temporal Punifhments attending this . 
Iniquity ° But altho’ every one is not quite 
fo unfortunate, may not at leaft an Incapa- 
city, or Lofs of their full Vigour, give Rife 
to the many unhappy Matches fo often feen 
and heard of in this and other Countries? 
To {peak Nature’s Voice in modeft Terms ; 
- the Ladies may very juftly be reputed the 
more modeft and vertuous Sex ; their Incli- 
nations are neither fo rapid, nor fo frequent 
as ours ; nor indeed are they fo heated and 
chafed as thofe of Men: They meet with 
fewer Oceafions, and confequently are not 
C tiable 
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liable to. fo numerous Temptations: And 
moreover, they are more ufed to curb their 
Paffions, fince it is not their Province to at- 
tack; and to clofe up this Obfervation, 
they are fubje& to Difeafes in their younger 
and elder Years, which do naturally choak 

Venery; fothat in the main, very few hav- 
ing been, attempted in their Modefty, con- 
fidering the Numbers, they approach the 
Marriage Bed in Vigour, and ought to be 
gratify’d in their Legal Debt; but meeting 
with jaded and fhattce’d’Conftisutions, they 
too often become enraged at their hard 
Fate, and ferioufly refolve ona Revenge for 
deceiving them, of their Expe@ations, and) 
defrauding them of 2 Debt allow’d them, by 
the Divine Law, and. allotted to them by 
Nature. Hence, fo many Jealoufies, Aver- 
 fions, Debates, and.Separations ;.and whence 
alas allthis, but from a Crime which highly 
offends our Creator, and weakens, nay of- 
ten deftroys, our Bodies? 

But Thoufands never arrive; to the 
Thoughts of Marriages, they. are fading 
daily in Confumptions ; we meet with no 
Difeafe more frequent than this inourWeek- 
ly Bills; and if you examine ftridly, you. 
will obferve that moft of thofe who die of 
this Diftemper, are Males cut off in their 
Bloom. Now, if Imay be allow'd te anes , 

| ule 
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-afe of a little Politick Arithmetick, with- 
out any Inclination to judge rafhly, I can 
‘fee by my daily Practice, that more apply 
for Remedies to reftore Nature debilitated 
“by this Diabolical Invention , than to be 
cured of the Veneréal Malady ; and as it 
ds true, that Canfumptions will arife from 
‘either Cafe, it follows that as many die of 

this Difaftet as of the lacter. 
~~ Phe Privacy it is done with, makes its 
Confequences lefs avoidable ; for where 
no Advice'can bé ask’d, none can be given. 
‘Iti Fornication, our Miftreffes and our Ob- 
jects are Kniowti and heard of ; out Friends 
and Well-Wifheérs interfere, and do often 
, eon ll tig Ills; whereas, in this 
Vice, éur Miftrefs lies hid in ourBofom ; 
in‘our Inclinations; fhe is never heard of, 
‘nor feen ; and out Attacks are never feen, 
or fpoken of Out Mifery is completed 
before we are fulpeéted; nay, and atlaft, 
the very Phiyficians are at a Lofs for this 
‘Caufe of their Diforders. ’TisthisShame 
which ruins Thoufands; they hate to 
confefs their Fault, tho” the Remedies can’t 
be compafs’d without ic: But that I may 
not detain my Readers too long on the 
Point, there are many Symptonmis attend- 
ing Injuties done by this Practice, which 
are not common to any other of Impuri- 
C2 : ty. 
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ty: As the Force begins at the Penis firft; 
(for I confine myfelf only to Men in this 
Affair) fo does the Diforder, which after- 
wards defaces the whole Body! To know 
the Damages done to it, we are firft to. 
confider the Stru@ture of that. Part, which 
however I fhall not defcribe exaély, only 
we are to know that there are a Spungy 
Body, a Vein, Mufcles, a Nerve, an Uri- 
nary Paflage, Glands, and Seminal Blad- 
ders to be. examined into; and as great 
Damages are often done to thefe feveral 
Parts, and fometimes to. the Whole, we 
are to confider what they are in particular, 


with Brevity and Modefty. yy jp 
The Majcles are the Inftruments, of E- 
tection; and if; by this Cuftom, ,they are 
drawn into too great Lengths and -relax'd, 
then the Part can’t be inflated, nor, be 
made rigid enough; nor can the Semen be 
ejaculated with Vigour: And, thus Gene- 
tation will be impeded. If the Vein, which 
rus along the Back of the Penis, be too 
much relaxed, no fooner is Blood throwa 
into the Spungy Bodies, and. the Mufcle 
duly inflated, but: it is return’d by., this

and made to contrac and expell the Seed ; 
and then, unlefs it be nipp’d in its Bud; a 
Flux of it will enfue, But if it be cooler 
and moifterthan ufual, the Moifter relaxes 
the Parts ; and being unbent, they give way 
for the thin Seed to come forth.

Our Diet has' great Influence on Humati 
Bodies ; for if it confifts of {fpicy and warm 
Drugs, which add volatile and pungent 
Parts to the Blood, the Sectetions will be of 
the fame Nature ; fo that’ plentiful Feed- 
ing on Soups, Sauces, and Viduals high 
feafon’d, neceflarily makes ‘all our Juices 
thin and acrimonious; from whence we

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minales and \Proftate; imple Gonorrhea’ s, 
or Gleets.. This calls to my Mind a fet- 
tled Opinion that has obtain’d amongft the 
Vulgar; namely, that Oifters and Cockles 
are very Incentive Diet, and therefore are 
to, be forborne by fuch as are infefted with 
Gleets; whereas, if we maturely confider 
the Matter, there feems to be {mall or no 
Foundation for fuch a’ Sentiment: For 
they tafting Nitrous and Slimy, can have 
no'Title to. be reputed’ warm and heating 
of themfelves; fo that the Injury done to 
Gleets by fuch Diet, would be none, if the 
Pepper and Wine:did not accompany. 
- Excefive Watchings render our Hud 
mours more acrimonious, and are always 
prejudicial to. Perfons afflicted with Gleets. 
- Since, by Exercife, the Blood becomes 
hotter, thinner, and warmer, its Excefs 
ought to be-forborne. 
_ Tis beyond Difpute, that our Paffions 
greatly contribute: to leffen. or augment

ever, it ‘can be as little denied as proved. 

; Having 
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_ ‘Having given an Eye to the Caufes of 
this Evil, I fhall briefly recite the various 
Differences of ‘it. One therefore is call’d 
' Simple; another Recent; a third Invete- 
rate; a fourth Virulent, inafmuch as it is a 
Relick of that Difeafe ; a fifth is occafion’d 
by the bad Difpofition of the Genitals; a 
fixth is by Confent of other Parts ; a feventh 
is from a hot and acrimonious Seed; an 
eighth from too great Plenty of it; a ninth 
from a Serous Conftitution, and fo forth. 

» The Signs of this Simple Gonorrhea, or 
-Gleet, is fufficiently known by the Rela- 
tion of the Sick; for if the Seed flows in- 
voluntarily, or at leaft, from a very flight 
Occafion, and if the Strength of the Pa- 
tient fails from thence, *tis manifeftly a 
preternatural Flux. Neither are the Signs 
of the Caufes hard to be diftinguifh’d ; for 
if theVenereal Taint be the Occafion of it; 
Embraces with infeé&ted Women have pre- 
ceded, the Symptoms are far more griev- 
ous than ina common Gleet: A moft in- 
tenfe: Pain has accompany’d the Difcharge 
inthe Beginning; asalfo the Matter at firft 
was: green, yellow, livid, ftinking, and 
purulent. ‘Moreover, if the Diforder has 
- been violent,.a Pain of the Head by Night, 
and other Symptoms accompanying the. 

Venereg 
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Venereal Difeafe, of which more anon, hayé 
infefted thePatient. 

If it proceeds from an acrimonious } 
pungent, and hot Seed, the Conftitution 
of the Patient is very warm; and, more- 
over, the Heat of Urine, a Sign of Actis 
mony, and fuch like, betray the Caufe. 

If the Seed be watry, the Signs of this 
Conftitution cannot efcape a skilful Phyfi- 
cian, fince the Thinnefs and Palenefs of the 
Matter difcharged, the little or no Pleafure 
felt under this Difcharge, the general Con- 
ftitution betraying an Abundance of Semen; 
the Colour of their Water, and the Nature 
of their Stools, plainly fhew too great Plen- 
ty of Water in the Blood. But if too fres 
quent Embraces, or Onan’s Crime, as vulgar- 
ly call’d, be the Occafion of it, theRelation 
of the Patient, and an univerfal Weaknefs 
Want of Appetite, Weaknefs of Sight, a De- 
cay of Flefh, and Underftanding, and a long 
Train of Symptoms, which I forbear to 
name, will manifeft its Caufe. If it pros 
ceeds from Caufes lodg’d elfewhere, as from 
the Falling Sicknefs, it ceafes as {oon as the 
- Convulfion is over, unlefs the frequent Con- 
vulfions have produced a lafting Weaknefs 
on the Seminals; then it becomes the Sub. 
ject of ferious Confideration, Whether ic 
be new or old, the Patient muft inform us ;

Having difpatch’d with Brevity the Signs 
‘of this Difeafe, ic is high time to begin to 
thew the Events of it; which may be di- 
vided into the Signs of Health, of its Length 
and Duration, or of the Manner of its Event 
or Iffue. | ; 
_. As tothe Signs of Health, an immoderate 
Flux of Seed, from whatfoever Caufe it be 
produced, is no flight Evil, fince it is capa- 
ble of weakening in a wonderful Manner, 
and imtroducing very violent Symptoms, if 
not check’dintime. Sucha Flux as proceeds: 
from an Abundance of Seed, is not danger- 
ous, and eafily admits of a Cure. 

As to its Daration, a frefh Gleet, and a 
Simple one, is much eafier cured, than an In- 
veterate or a Virulent one; for.if the Geni- 
tals are not much weaken’d or injured, Re- — 
medies generally take place in proper time, 
But a Gleet proceeding from alow and im- 
poverifh'd Blood is very hard of Cure ; and, 
generally {peaking, Inveterate Gleets are of 
this kind. } 

_ Asto the Event, an inveterate Gleet, whe- 
ther Simple or Virulent, is dangefous ; and 
a Simple Gleet very often brings on Faint- 
ings, and even fometimes an Apoplexy. I

Circumftances, and fufpecting no. Danger, 
neglected it: As foon as he was feiz’d with 
Faintings, he complain’d of his.Gleet; va- 
rious Methods were ufed. in vain; for his 
Strength was wafted, his Memory decay’d, 
his Eyes were blind, and his Paintings were 
fo frequent, that nothing could ae:

Ina Gleet, 
the Matter is watry, and ftains the Shire 
like Water or Urine; in a Clap, it {tains it 
yoy and greenifi. Ina Gleet there is no 
nclination to Venery: Ina Clap they are 
often furioufly inclined to it. .In a Gleet the 
Patients wafte infenfibly, unlefs the Parts are 
{oon repait’d: In aClap, the Flux continues 
along time without impairing them. A 
Gieet is produced ordinarily froma Weight, 
immoderate Exercife, Venery, or that moft 
fhameful Practice of Fribling ; but a Clap 
from an impure Embrace. ‘The Neceffity 
there is to diftinguifh between the one and 
the other, by reafon of the different Me- 
thods to be ufed inthem, has made me more 
tedious than I willingly would have been. 

*Tis now incumbent on me to proceed to 
the Cure of various Gleets; in which I fhall 
plainly thew you, how we manage ‘this Dif- 
order in the ordinary way, referving to my- 
felf the peculiar Remedies | have-found moft | 
fafe and moft effeétual, after-fo many Years —

This Referve pleads its own Excufes . for

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altho’ I fhall give fuch plain, eafy, and rée- 
gular Methods to cure thefe Diforders, when 
they are not very difficult; yet there canbe 
no Reafon for me to difcover the Arcana 
ong Experience has taught me, by which I 
cure more readily and more ¢ffeGually than 
others can do.

When you have difcharged the abound- 
ing Serum by various Paflages, the Flux mu 
then be remedied, by rendring the relax’d 
Parts more rigid. “Hence, Aftringent Medi- 
cines feem chiefly ofeful, and fuch as do 
ftrengthen the laxer Parts: Such are, Nute 
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megs, Bole, Terra Sigillata, and fuch as by 
long Experience have been fo approved, as 
to merit the Name of Specificks; and fuch 
fome have reputed the following, to wit, 
Semen Agni Cafli, Os fepra preparatum, Semen 
Plantaginis, Succinum, Corallia rubra, Polygo- 
num, Burfa Paftoris, C.C. ufiuim, Crocus Mar- 
tis aftringens,Ebur,Lapis Hamatitis, of which 
enough may be feen in Authors, out of which 
various Forms may be compofed.

rofive, and its too fudden Retention would 
foon make us fenfible what Energy it has to 
exulcerate the Seminal Parts: Wherefore, 
as few fufpe& this Circumftance, they ordi- 
narily proceed as if there never had been 
any Malignity, or as if ithad been only Lo- 
cal, and by manteanense never fucceed well 
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in the Cure of this Gleet ;, however, I cari 
averr with a great deal of Truth, I very fel- 
dom fail of a radical Cure: For by ufing 


proper Exiccants along with Aftringents, - 


and alfo fuch Remedies as are Specifick in 
thisVenereal Taint, Succefs follows. 

It often happens, that the vicious Hu- 
mours are fo mild, that Evacuation alone 


fervesthe Turn: Forefius, in his 26. Book, 


Obf. 16. gives an Inftance of a young Man, 
who had a Virulent Gonorrhea and an Ih- 
flation of the Tefticles cured by him, with 
Purgatives only, without having Occafion

The Body being well emptied, we muft 
have Regard tothe Venereal Taint, which is 
looked upon as an acrimonious Venom, for — 
correcting of which, Oleous Drugs are well 
fitted; among which may be recounted, 
Emulfions ; and Terebinthinates are alfo of 
— great Ufe, whether in Pills or Spirit. Dr. 
Bates, in his Difpenfatory, has a Baljam 
which he calls Balfamum Saturni, which he 
takes from Dr. Michael,Profeflor of Leypjick ; 
and it is thus made, & Spir. Terebinth, 3ij. 
Caimph. 38 Sacch. Saturn. gr. vj. M.f. Bal- 
jamum per Digeftionem. OF this the Patients 
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may take five or fix Drops in Liquor, drop- 
ping it firft on Sugar, twice or thrice a Day : 
. It does not only corrc& the Acrimony, but 
it digefts the Ulcer in the Urethra, by irri- 
tating the Parts to Excretion, and alfo fof- 
tening them by its Oil; fo that they will 
readily difcharge their Contents; and at 
the fame time, or rather fomewhat after, 
by its Styptick Particles, it purfes up the 
Mouths of the Paffages, fo that it bids fair 
for allIntentions. Hence, Balfam of Sul- 
phur is here an excellent Remedy, and an- 
{wers moft Intentions. The Effence of Saf- 
fafras bas proved fuccefsful in Gonorrbea’s, 
when other things have fail’d ; which is 
made in the following Manner: They take 
Saffafras Wood, an Ounce; and Spirit of 
Wild Thyme, aPound; and digeft them to- 
gether for twelve Hours in aSand- Heat. Of 
this they give a Dram at a time, twice or 
thrice a Day, in any Vehicle; and this 'Tin- 
Gure is ordinarily call’d, the Catarrbal Tin- 
ture. Ina{much as it helps to dry Defluxi- 
ons, fo in like Manner it dries Gleets; and 
more particularly Watry ones, becaufe, be- 
ing of an oily Volatile Nature, it is ftock’d 
with pungent Particles, which irritate the 
Pores and Kidneys, and provoke them to 
part with their thin Parts by Sweat and U- 
rine; fo that the Fluids remaining in the 
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Veffels become thicker, and lefs fit to efcape 
fo readily; and moreover, Aromaticks are 
f{econdarilyAftringents,inafmuch as by emp- 
tying the Blood of its Serous Parts, the Fi- 
bres recover their Elaftick Force. But as I 
defign to be more particular in this Cafe 
~ below, I fhall omit any farther Defcant on 


. at here. 


In Gonorrbea’s, Regard mutt be had to the 
Strength of the Patient, fince a large Effu- 
fion of Seed weakens prodigioufly, and ex- 
haufts the Spirits; wherefore the Body is to 
be refrefh’d with Reftoratives, which can 
repair the Spirits, and cherifh the Native | 
Heat; which Aromaticks perform witha fin- 
cular Power; which being well known, I 
omit the naming them. 1 fhall add fome 
few Obfervables concerning the Diet of fuch 
as are affli&ted with this Ailment. 

If you will pleafe to refle& on what I 
have advanced concerning the Caufes of 
this Diforder, you can be at no Lofs to know 
what Diet is proper in the various Kinds of 
it; for the Diet varies with the Caufes: 
Becaufe if the Gleet proceeds from a hot 
and acrimonious Seed, fuch Meats furely are 
to be fhunn’d; if from an Abundance of it, 
asin young Men it may, we muft caufe them 
to-avoid fuch Diet as will produce it; and, 
in a more particular Manner, they muft fhun 

. all 
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all flatulent Diets; becaufe as they confit 
of Elaftick and Permentative Particles, they 
caufe the Semen to turgefce and irritate great- 
ly to Expulfion ;. and from hence appears 
the Reafon, why Hypochondriac People, who 
are much fubjecét to Flatulencies in the Sto-— 
mach, Blood, and Nerves, are often fo Sala- 
cious. If the Fuel of this Diforder lodges in 
the Serum, foythat a more Watry Seed is the 
Caufe of it, then muftthey fhun all cooling 
and watry Vidtuals and Drinks, and muft 
ufe fuch as will incraffare and exiccate. If, 
in fine, it hasbeen introduced from the Ve. 
nereal Difeafe, they ought to refrain from 
acrimonious Diet of any Species... Do we 
not daily Experience, that they whofe Blood 
abounds with Saline Particles are very Sala- 
cious? Witnefs fuch as labour under an E- 
lephantiafis, where there is an inexhauftible 
Stock of very pungent, and almoft corrofive 
Salt in the Mafs of Humours. Now the Se- 
cretions are always of the fame Nature with 
the Blood, from whence they are. thrown 
off: Wherefore the Seed 1s alfo pungent, 
fharp, fretting, andirritative ; and therefore 
ic mutt follow, that a Gleet in fuch a Con- 
{titucion muft be hardly curable. The Diet 
of fuch as have contraéted this Diforder 
by Onanif{m, ought to incraflate and con- 
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The Symptoms attending Gleets are now 


- tobeconfider’d ; for whether theCaufe ceafes 


or is taken off, they alfo will difappear ; yet, 
if they are urgent, they require a particular 
Regard, If then any violent Pain in makin 
Water fhould accompany Gleets, which 
however is feldom the Cafe, unlefs it pro- 
ceeds from aVirulency, and that ufually in 
the Beginning ; yet, I fay, if fuch a Symp- 
tom fhould infeft the Patient, Emulfions 
made of the Cold and of white Poppy Seeds, 
in which 3j. or 3g, of Sal Prunelle is dif- 
folv’d, given largely and often, do anfwer 
this Intention effectually for the moft part ; 
but of this more anon. | aan 
If the Tefticles fhould chance to fqwell, as 
fometimes they do in Simple Gleets, then 
Cataplafms made up of the Roots of Althea, 


Line Seeds, Fanugreek, and fuch like, are to 


be apply’d Morning and Evening: The Rea- 
fon of their Swelling in this Cafe is the fame 
asin other Cafes; namely,the Humours fow 
to the relax’d Parts, without Refiftance, and 
diftend them beyond their ordinary Limits, 

As for the Ulcer in the Urinary Paflage; 
it muft be confider’d in the next Part, asic 
chiefly belongs to it. 

Since Iam clofing up this Difcourfe, ic 
will be of Ufe to fuch as would cure this 
Diforder, to obferve, that a Gleet which has 
gontinued for fome Years wpon a Patient, 
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ought notto be too fuddenly check’d,becaufe 
cuftomary Difcharges, tho’ prejudicial, re- 
coil into the Blood, and produce all thofe 
Changes common in Plenitudes and vicious 
Qualities ; witnefs, the Stoppage of old 
Iflues and Ulcers; the watry Difcharges 
from Childrens Ears, or the Sweats of Feet 
or Hands, ee 

As a Diffualive from one main Caufe of 
Gleets, 1 fhall only obferve to you, that 
GOD. excludes thofe from the Kingdom of 
Heaven, who are guilty of {uch Softneffes ° 
as Onan was; thatif you were fure to avoid 
certain Death by doing it, you fhould not 


|. attemptit: But fo blind is Mankind, thar it 


follows its Paffions with Eagernefs, at the 
Expence of Religion and Reafon. Would 
they ferioufly confider that this Praétice is 
Homicide, it might abate their odious Plea- 
fure.; and that it is fuch, is evident from 
hence, that it impedes the Propagation of 
our Species, fince that, which would have 
lawfully contributed to this End, is de- 
ftroy’d. io 
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Of the Virulent Gonorrhea. 


| SAeBZIN CE itiscertain, that a Know- 
| ledge of any Difeafe is an Intro- 
duétion into the Road which leads 

== toa proper Cure, and into an eafy 
Invention of Remedies ; .we muft firft en- 
deavour to acquire that, before we come at 
thefe: And we fhall readily accomplifh our 
Ends, if we explain to you the Difeafe, the 
Symptomis that attend it, its Caufes, Signs, 
and fuch like; which, that we may perform 
ina regular Manner, we will begin with its 
Etymology, and fo proceed. By Sd 

But as in the firft Chapter, Ihave been 
particular about its Name; I fhall only ob- 
ferve to you, that Galen by yovdc underftood 
tah yemtmd wooo, or the Genital Parts; and 
he feem’d to affert, that the Name denoted 
the Caufe and its Effet at once ; namely, | 
that the Genitals were prejudiced, and that 
Matter therefore did flow from them. 
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‘And as this Difeafe is double, having al- 
ready difpatch’d the Simple, we now come 
tothe Virulent Gonorrbea, on which I fhall 
be as brief as the Largenefs of the Field will 
. allow. : 

I have juft now given you the Nominal 
Definition of this Diforder, let me there- 
fore come a little nearer to the Purpofe, and 
give you its Real one ; which, however, give 
me leave to obferve, is varioufly defcribed 


according to the Humour of each Writer; ~ 


but I fhall wave all ufelefs Difputes on this 
Affair, as foreign to the prefent Purpofe, 


and give you a fhort, eafy, and graphical . 


Defcription of it, drawn from ftern Obler= 
vation. a J 
By a Virulent Gonorrhea is underftood, an 
Involuntary Effufion of corrupt and conta- 
gious, purulent and foetid Matter, in Men 
by the Penis, in Women by the Pudenda, 
which is often attended with Pain, and 
fometimes with Pleafure. 

I fay, an Effufion of Matter; for as this 
Flux is Local at firft, it proceeds from the 
ulcerated Glands in the Urethra, and not, as 
was formerly imagin’d, from the Teffes ; but 
if it be deeply rooted, from the Corpora Glan- 
dof, as alfo from the Orifices of the Veficu- 
le Seminales. The Ancients, and even the 
Moderns of fifty Years ftanding, believed 
that the Swellings in the Te/ticles could sa 

cee 


ceed from no other Caufe than the Corrup- 
tion of the Seed; and Platerus upon this 
Head’ fays, a Virulent Gonorrhea proceeds 
from a noxious Quality, which the Seed in 
Coition receives by Contagion, from the 
Seed of another Perfon infe&ed. However, 
I fhall anon refute this and other erroneous 
Opinions very manifeftly ; for later Difco- 
_ veries having proved the Contrary, we owe 
our exacter Knowledge of this Matter to the 
. Diligence of Anatomifts. It is not Con- 
fequential, that the Diforders of the Teftes 
depend on the Affedtions of the Urethra, or 
. Of thefe upon thofe; the Obfervation now 
mention’d fhews it plainly; and one out of 
Riverius farther confirms it, fince a Perfon, 
whofe Teffes equal’d thofe of a Horfe, did 
not ‘however void any Matter by the Ure- 
thra. Notwithftanding it is very true, that 
there is a near Affinity between thefe Parts, 
_ and an AffeGtion of the Te/ficles will greatly 
affe& the Efflux of Semen, as a Diforder in 
the Urethra will have avery great Effect 
upon them. No lefs a Perfon than Regner 
de Graaff, afirm’d, that the Left Tefticle of 
one had grown to the Bignefs of a Fift ; 
fuch Spoils, fays he, do they often bring off, 
whe wage War in the Camp of Venus: And 
therefore has it been inferr’d by many, that 
the Tefticles were the Seat of this Difeafe. 
We grant in the Sémple, but can’t allow this 
. tO 
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to be the Caufe in the Virulent always. We 
- might, with the fame Juftice, affirm the 
Scrotum to be the Seat of it, becaufe we of- 
ten find it diftended and corrupted in this 
Difeafe, as will appear by the following 
Obfervation. Some Years ago, a Perfon 
labour’d under a Virulent Gonorrbea for a 
confiderable time, till by Negle&, or, what 
is worfe, a prepofterous Method of Cure, 
the Scrotum was tumify’d to the Bignefs of 
a large Fift, was greatly inflamed, and had 
begun to impoftumate fo much, that Emol- 
lients and Difcutients had no Effe& upon it, 
and that it was Pappy and. Fluatuated; fo 
that there was a plain Indication for Suppu- 
ratives; which being accordingly apply’d, 
the Tumour (fully ripe) was open’d, and 
from it. iffued-Plenty of Matter; and then 
it appear’d, that the Tefticles were free from 
any Injury; this Swelling follow’d the im- 
prudent Suppreffion of the Clap, as we of- 
ten fee a Bubo to enfue upon the like Mea- 
fures. Now this only proves, that Difeafes 
may be tranflated into Parts, which at firkt 
were not at all.affeéted, and this is confirm’d - 
by daily Obfervation, 

Having thus ga the Definition of 
aClap, 1 Shall go forwards to the Parts af- 
fected, which: are the Humour and the Or 
gans of Generation inMen and Women. 

; It 
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It may feem furprizing to fome nice Di- 
- ftinguifhers, that [ repute the Matter as a 

Part affected, fince fome affirm that the Sub- 
ject of Health and Difeafes is the Parts of a 
Living Body ; but I look upon thefe Niceties | 
4s Trifles: For have not all Ages unani- 
moufly confented to divide a Human Body 
into the Parts Containing and Contained? and 
therefore, the offending Humours in this 
Senfe may juftly be efteem’d a Part: For 
the Humours are equally neceffary with the 
Sirudture and Frame of the Parts; and in 
Organical Parts, the Difeafes of Intemperies 
or Cacocbymy, are never produced without 
prefuppofing the Humours contain’d in the 
Parts; and moreover, in curing Difeafes, 
we generally or principally dire@& our In- 
tentions towards the correcting thefe Hu- 
mours or Spirits. 

Among the Parts affe@ted, we reckon the 
Organs of Men and Women, not excluding 
younger Creatures, which, late Experience 
hastaught us, may be touch’d with this Dif- 
-eafe; let us only call our Arraignments into 
Mind, where we often find it regifter’d how 
Children of both Sexes are infedted by vile 
Practices ; and no Queftion can be made of 
the Manner, fince the warm Poifon is ap- 

ly'd to the Parts, and is thus communicated 
to the Blood itfelf, the Pores of Infants are 
open, and their Fibres fufceptible of any 
2 : Taint; 
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Taint; their Stamina are tender; and refift 

no Effluvia. | 
We therefore repute the Urethra, the Pro- 
flate, the Veficule Seminales, and Tefticles, 
the Parts affected in a Clap. Perfons who 
have been executed whilft they were afflitted 
with this Diforder, confirm this Opinion ; 
for according to the Length of Time they 
have fuffer’d it to reign upon them, the 
Parts have been daily more and more cor- 
rupted, and generally in the Order I have 
fet them down; becaufe the Steams iffuing 
from the infeé&ted Women, firft attack the 
Prepuce, Glans, the Paffage in its lower, and 
fo gradually mount up to the higher Parts ; 
by which it appears, that thefe Steams are 
of a fix’d- Nature, and that Fri@tion is re- 
quired to communicate them: From whence 
it comes to pafs, that young Perfons are lefs 
fubject to this Difeafe, confidering the num- 
ber of Attempts, than the advanced. An 
open Inftance of the Fixtnefs of Steams is 
recounted in Dr, Mead’s Treatife of Poifon, 
where he fhews us that the Dog muft be 
held very low down in the Grotto del Cane, 
if you defign to have him fuffocated ; the 
Colour given to the Barth, amounts not 
above a certain Pitch; and the Steams con- 
verted into Liquor, return into the Earth, 
and circulate into fubterraneous Paffages : 
So fares it with Perfons infected with the 
Gonorrhea; 


Se 
Gonorrhea } the Efflevia enter their Pores; 
corrodé thé Parts, circtilate into the Blood, 
atid conimunicate Poifon to the very Bones, 

~ which fo much corrupts them, that’ they rot, 
and become thereby unfit to fupport ‘the 
Body: An Inftarice of which we have in Dos | 
natus, where he tells us that the Bone of the 
, Arm of a Man was fraétur’d by the Attempt 
of throwing half an Orange at his Compas 
nion, which he there weakly attributes to 
Undion with Mercurials for Cure of the 
Venereal Difeafé he had labour’d' under ; 
whereas he ought rathet to have accufed the 
Diftempet than the Remedy ; fince we daily 
experience 4 Caries to be the Confequenice 
4 of a Laes. A like Story is told us by Cap2 
pivaccius, as ts another by Hildanus, where 
the Os Hrimeri was fraétur’d by drawing 
on a Glove. Altho’ we rarely meet. with 
fuch Inftances at prefent, yet many difmal 
Sights ate offer'd to us daily, whieh have 
taken their Rife from the Ignorance of pres 
tending Men; who, for the fake of Gain, 
, venttiré upott Methods very ufwarratitable, 
and whith the Praéticers are wholly at a Lofs 
about. Surely the Praéti¢e of Phyfick is ealy 
to be attain’d to, or the Multitude is ftranges 
lyimpofedon! Se 
As it plainly appears, avirulent Gosorrhed 
is an Ulcer, we fhall briefly recite how and 
by whiat Meatis this Ulcer is generated » and 
eR : the 
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the eafier to conceive this, it may be necef- 
fary to defcend to explain the Nature of Cau- 
flicks. We fee, that whenever.a Cauftick is 
apply’d and begins to take Effet, the Skin 
burns. with Pain, and the Medicine pene- 
trates and corrodes it. more or lefs deep, 
according to the Strength of the Canftick. 
A Blifter is a Species of a Cauftick, and feems 
to approach near to the Degree of the Cor- 
rofive Force lodged in the Effluvia of a Lues ; 
with this difference, that ic 1s quicker. That 
~~ Caufticks fhould a&, Moifture and Heat are 
required; Moifture diffolves the Salts of the 
Cauflick, and Heat puts them into Motion. 
For Salts to be put in, Motion, it is neceffa- 
ry there fhould be fome external Agent; be- . 
caufeif they are not diffolved, and if they are 
not borne againft the Obftacle they are to re-- 
move, there would be no A@tion ; that is, 
there would be no Corrofion of the Fiefh. 
When Particles, framed with fuch a Figure 
as may penetrate and act, are put in Motion, 
they tear and divide Parts united ; and when 
the Humours are extravafed, they ferment 
into a Pus; and thus are Ulcers bred. The 
Salts of the Lues are of the like Nature, 
the Steams condenfe, and fix upon the Paf- 
fages employ'd in Copulation, and produce 
Ulcers there. However, it is certain, no Ul- 
cer is bred without an Abcefs ; fo that the 
Steps taken by Nature are, firft, a Pungency 
from 
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from the Steam raifed by the Fri@ion; and 
this appears from Chymical Experiments, 
where fome Steams are krtown by Expe-* 
rience to be dangerous: Nay, if we chance 
to play with Chymical Experiments, the 
Steams arifing are-plainly proved to be Pun- 
gent, Acrimonious, and Cauftick, by rai- 
fing Coughs, Sneezings, and by corroding 
‘our Linnen ; caufe a more plentifil Influx 
of Humours into the Part fo prick’d, and 
a Stoppage to their Paflage: To this a Swel- 
ling and Throbbing enfue, from the great 
Quantity heap’d up in the Part, and which 
cannot pafson in the Courfe of Circula- 
tion; and as more arrives than can be con- 


, vey’d, the Part muft fwell: ‘Phe Throbbing 


is only a Struggle among the Humours, 
ftopp’d in their Courfe; and to thefe two 
laft is owing Pain, increafed upon touching 
the Parts ; fo much, that the Patients cannot 
bear fqueezing of the Urethra: The Glands 
at laft burft under the Plenty of Humours, 
throughly putrified, and raife the Ulcers in 
the Part. 

How this Venom was at firft produced, is 
eafy to conceive, as alfo how it might be 
re-produced, if it fhould ever ceafe. Excef- 
five Venery will produce a Weaknefs of the 
Seccmatien Ducts, whether of the Veficule 
Seminales or Paraftate, and a Running 
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Of Juiee or ‘Proftatick Seed, as a Confe- 
quence of this Relaxation: But. then there 
is a wide Difference between a Clap and a 
Simple Running, as 1 bave already made 
evident; for a Clap is'an Ulcer, and a Run- 
ning is a Flux of uncorrupted Seed, which 
is varioufly conftituted, according to the 
Parts from whence it comes, that of the 
Profiate being ropy, clear and thin, but 
that of the Veficule being white and curd- 
ly. Whether this Difference may not be 
accidental, 1 {hall not determine ; for as 
the Gall of the Porus Biliartus differs in Con- 
fiftence from that of the Gall Bladder, that 
being thinner than this, by reafon: of its 


wanting a Refervoir to lodge in, where. it 


may have Leifure to,reft and grow thicker ; 
fo it may fare with, the Liquors of the Pro- 
fiates and Seed Bladders, that if the former 
do..but ftand ftill for any time, it might 
thicken fnto the Confiftence of the true 
- Seed; and if the latter were to run out as 
foon as received into its Place of Refidence, 
it might be as thin as the Proftatick Seed: 


T fay, it is not worth while to, fet about to © 
difcufs this Moot-Point ; only as the: Cafe 


ftands at. prefent, the Difference is. eafily 
adjufted in Praétice, and is as | have now 
~ mention’d; which being allowed me as 
Truth, if ever an Ulcer is produced by fuch 
aRunning, it gives full Warning of its Rife 
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and Progrefs ; but then it would be local 
only, nor would its Confequence be ever 
dreaded, as is the Cafe of a Clap; which, 
* if not cured, creeps into the Blood, and by 
its Means corrupts even the Solids and 
Bones. Behold then the Vanity of fuch Af- 
fertions, and the Miftake'a Phyfician would 
be under, if he trufted to fuch an Opinion ; ~ 
becaufe by fuch an Error he might be led 
into prejudicial Methods ; he might cure 
an Ulcer of the Urethra, and leave a Pox 
behind. In the whole Courfe of my Thirty 
Years Praétice on this Difeafe, and its va- 
rious Stages, I have never once met with 
any Ulcer in the Paffage from a fimple 
Running ; fo that what I have granted, or 
rather admitted, is even too large an Allow- 
ance. But it would be Lofs of Time to 
defcend to thofe Particulars in fo {mall a 
Pamphlet ; wherefore I fhall content ‘my- 
felf to enumerate the Symptoms of the 
Difeafe. ° | 
_ It is an Efflux of purulent and ftinking 
Matter from the Urethra; it is an Ulcer of 
that Part; itis alfo an Ulcer of the Prepuce 
and Balanus. \na Women there are Condylo- 
mata, Puftles, and Ulcers: In either Sex there 
are a Heat of Urine, Inflammations and 
Excoriations on the Penis, and in the Vagi- 
na; and fometimes a total Suppreifion of 
Urine from a Caruacle in the Pafflage of the 
Sn Bs ihc APO 3 
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Yard ; a Phimofis, Parapbimofis, a Bubo in the 


Groin, and at laft a Lues. 
[can’t but think Fracafforius unjuft, in

I fay, fince it is manifeft the Spaniards 
themfelves brought it from the Indies, it 
would be unfair to afcribe its Origin to ei- 
ther Nation ; fince itis plain that the original 
Caufe was Commerce held with the a joe 
no farther Search needs be made about its 
Rife; only for its immediate Caufe, in our 
Times, it is reputed to be an acid Acrimo- 


ny, lodging in the Ruge of the Vagina, or 


the Urethra of Men. 
To prove this Species of Acrimony, the 
following Reafons claim.our Affent ; the Mat- 


ter flowing is generally whitifh and greenifh, © 


the Ulcers on the Prepuce are white; and 
in a Venereal Bubo, when it is broke, the 
Matter which flows out is white, diawing 
upon a green : Now all our Humours turn 
greenifh by Acids, and Ulcers made with 

Caufticks 
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Caufticks are white ; whereas thofe made by 
any Alcaline one, are black. 

Then a Lixivial Salt’ for the moft part 
fticks in the fame Place, and feldom ever 
ranges farther: On the otherhand, an Acid 
always creeps farther; and fo the Poifon 
contraéted in Coition creeps to the neigh- 
bouring Parts, and produces various Difor- 
ders. If this Gonorrhea be neglected, all 
- the Humours are infected, and then a Lames 
is produced. That this Acid is acrimonious, 
is proved from Medicines which affift and 
- prejudice ; and alfo from Medicines which 
temper Acidities, or break their Points, be- 
‘ing.reputed good in Venereal Cafes. 9.“ 

But how the Particles of Acids are fo dif- 
pofed as to be acrimonious, is a Differtation 
‘not to be difcufs’d here ;.they who would 
be inform’d in this Matter, muft confule 
Modern Philofophy. _ - sot 

The primary Symptoms and their Caufes 
being explain’d, we come now to the Prog- 
noftick Signs, fince the Diagnofticks are weil 
enough known from the, Definition and Ex- 
planation of the Difeafe and its Symptoms ; 
~ for if there be an involuntary and continual 
Efflux of purulent and foetid Matter ; if there 
be a Heat in making Water, if there be 
Ulcers in the Prepuce and Glans, and fuch 
like Symptoms meeting together in any 
Perfon, they conftitute the Pathognomonick 
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Signs of a Virulent Gonorrbea complete ; 
when, at the fame inftant, a Venereal Ina 
fection has preceded; and a Flux ef Matter 
out of the Urethra. iffues daily. 
As to the Prognofticks, as Aveteus juftly 
obferves, there is ho Danger of Death, uns 
lefs it be acconipany’d with other gtiévous 
_ Symptonis ; and the léefs it has réeeded from 
a fatural State, fo much the lefs is it to be 
fear’d ; for if the Strength fuffice, the Aeri- 
mony be lefs intenfe, the Heat of Uriné be 
flight, and the’ Effafion be {paring and not 
troublefome, it is 4 good Sign ; for as the 
Vehemence of the Symptoms denotes thé 
Degree of Vitulency, fo it muft follow, that ° 
there is little or no Fear of a Lues to fucceed — 
amoderate Gonorrhea. I remember'a Gen- 
tleman who bore a Gonorrhea without any 
Danger enfuing for two Yeats ; he infected 
none, nor did he negle&-his Divetfions ; and 
probably would have fought no Remedy, if 
he had not.defign’d to change his State of 
Life’; it leffen’d daily ; but his Appreheénfions | 
of what might 'be the Confequence in the 
State of Marriage, made him apply, and he 
eafily obtaifi'd a Cure. Another I knew, — 
who ventur’d upon Styptick Pills at the bes 
ginning of a Clap; they had the defired Ef- 
fe& of entirely fuppreffing the Runnings 
atid fome Years have pafs’d fince, without 
any apparent ill Confequence. 0) hie 
mu 
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muft confefs, thefe are Inftances, no Mari 
in his right Senfes would take for Patterns ; 
for where one fucceeds, a thoufand fuffer 
for fuch Negledts. The Phyfician himfelf 
does not exa&ly know how to pronounce 
what Matter it is, which being continued 
or fupprefs'd, will not produce a Pox’; and 
methinks, it is Fool-hardy in a Patient to 
venture his Carcafs with fuch an Enemy 
within him for a Sojourner: So that I meet 
with few Examples of fuch Management, 
without a fevere Punifhment enfuing upon 
their Negle& ; and therefore, would advife 
all without Exception, to diftruft their Con- 
— ftitutions, and not to’flatter themfelves with 
the Gentlenefs of the Symptoms: ’Tis fuf- 
ficient, you have a Gonorrhea, to take care 
of: yourfelf'; ‘tis not fo ‘troublefome to be 
cured, as to feel the Pangs,. the Difeafe, 
lurking within you, will furely produce in 
alittle Space of Time. I can’t here pafs by 

an Invention too commonly in ufe amongt 

the Salacious Lechers’: I {peak of the Ma- 
chinery, {o common amongft thefe Men of 
Pleafure. In the firft place, it turns Forni- 
cation into the reputed Crime of Onan; in 
the next place, if ic be faulty, as ‘often it 
fs, you are in the fame Danger as if you 
were without it ; and laftly, it is too fre- 
quently the Occafion of Dry Pexes : So that 
the Patient having no Apprehenfion, is 
ee? Sehr  Ktrangely 
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ftrangely furprized to find he has Venereal 
Symptoms upon him, without having had 
any Clap or Boing ; and what was look’d 
On as a Misfortune, may rather be term’d 
a Blefling; becaufe tho’ a Gonorrhea be 
troublefome, yet it gives us Warning in 
time: Whereas by the Ufe of thefe Ma- 
chines, we.are lull’d afleep with the Hopes 
of Security, till we are awaked out of this 
Lethargy by Buboes, Scabs, Rotten Bones, 
and Nocturnal Pains. 1 can’t attribute the 
Frequency of Dry Poxes now-a-days, to any 
other more probable Reafon than this 5 if 
we abftra& from the ignorant Pra€tice of 
Injections before due time, or of aftringent 
InjeGtions at the Beginning and Progrefs of 
the Difeafe, as many do for Colour; for 
Practitioners are now well skill’d in the 
Cure of Claps, and few truft to Bunglers 
to cure them : So that where one is Pox’d 
with an ignorant Cure, twenty are thus 
fauced by this wary Invention, as it is falfly 
fuppofed to be. I can affirm juftly, that 
Salivations are now more frequently ufed 
in the Cure of this Difeafe, than even Ca- 
tharticks themfelves ; and the Reafon is, be- 
caufe now more are Pox'd than Clapp 
Let others affign a better Reafon, and I fhall 
acquiefce; till when, I flall not change my 
Sentiments. *And as it isa Matter of great 
Confequence, I hope the Reader will Paty 

on 
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don this*ufeful Digreffion upon it. It is 
worth Remark alfo, that Men are, by this 
wicked Deceit, Clapp’d by Men, fince it is 
not unufual for thefe vile Houfes to have 
Setts of thefe Machines by them, which they 
give to their Cuftomers tor Ufe; and thefe 
having been often ufed before by Perfons 
forely infeéted, the Venom is never careful- 
ly wafh’d off, but fticks clofe to the Infide 
of them, and upon Friftion it is warmed 
and put in Motion, and gives the unwary 
Combatant the very Difeafe he is endeavour- 
ing to avoid ; fo that in quo quis peccat, in 
eo © punitur. ‘There is yet wanting a Ra- 
tionale of the Manner of being Pox’d by this 
artful Machine to complete this Digreffion ; 
which I fhall the more willingly do, becaufe 
I don’t find it has been as yet attempted by 
any other Perfon. I fay therefore, that not- 
withftanding this vile Pra&tice, Perfons are 
daily Pox’d by them; becaufe as the Penis 
is hard, and large enough to fill up the Va- 
cancy, by reafon of its Erection and Size, 
it muft follow that the nafty Virus contain’d 
in the Lacuna of infe&ed Women, will iffue 
forth, there being no other Exit for it; and 
befpatter the Scrotum, Groin, and adjacent 
Parts; which being heated with Motion and 
Love-Rage, the Virus enters by the Pores, 
and gradually advances up into the Blood, 
Without the Symptoms ufually previous in 
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thé common way of Commerce § and then 


the Shankers, which in the ordinary way 
were only local, are now plain Indexes of — 


a confirm’d Pox ; and Praétitioners do now 
always advife Salivations whenever they fee 
a Perfon {eiz’d with a Shanker, becaufe they 


moft ufually judge right when they inferr, - 


fuch a Perfon has a Shanker ; therefore he is 
Pox’d: This, I fay, is true for the moft 
part ; for were Shankers local, they might 
be cured by Application alone ; but gene 
rally Externals alone, without due Regard 
- to the Infe&tion by Internals, do Pox the 
Patients: And hence it is a fate Prognoftick, 
to pronounce Shanker'd Patients Pox’d. 


_ Now for Men to be Pox’d without any No- - 
tice given them of their Condition, isa mi- — 


ferable Exchange; and befide impairing 
their Bodies, it cofts them treble the Money 
and Lofsof Time. So that it is very plain, 
our Inventions and Subtleties, carried on to 
prevent the Punifhments of our Crimes, are 
not fufficient Guards againft the Almighty’s 
Pleafure, which feem to be to’ punifh us 
gently and early, that:we might repent 
fuddenly; whereas this Invention is'a Mine 
often too deep forusto fap. oo. 
However gentle a Clap may be with refpe& 
to a confirm’d Pox,-yet:even that fometimes 
is not without Danger’; for if the Strength 
of the Paticnt is fuddenly wafted, the Acri- 
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thony and Quantity of Matter, which. ts 
much difcolour’d, flowing forth, an extreme 
Dyfury, a total Suppreflion of Urine from 
a Caruncle, a Venereal Bubo in the Groin, 
a Tumour of the Scrotum, and fuch like 
appear; if it yields not to proper Remedies, 
_ if it is malignant and threatens a Pox, fuch 
_ a Clap is by no means to be negleéted, fince 
it will be the Occafion of a long Train of 
Evils; and, as Areteus fays, the Fear of De- 
formities, and a total Wafting, ought to 
make us cautious and diligent. 

Before I proceed to the Cure, I fhalladd 
one or two Remarks more upon the Diftin= 
é&ion between a Virulent and a Simple Go- 
norrhea, which I forgot to mention in the 
firft Part; namely, a Virulent Gonorrhea is 
contracted in a Short Space of Time, by 
one A& of Copulation; whereas a Gieet re- 
quires many Aéts repeated, fince it depends 
on a Flaccidity brought on gradually by fre- 
quent Ads of Coition or Fribling. A Vi- 
rilent Gonorrhea {eldom or never yields to 
Stypticks without Danger ; whereas a Gicet, 
from repeated Acts, may be cured by Lo- 
cals only. 2 

I mutt alfo beg the Readers Patience, to 
add a Word or two concerning the Diftin- 
tion to be made between a Gonorrhea and 
the Whites ; becaufe Phyficians are grofly 
‘impofed on by the Women in this ose 
, » AE 
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R. de Graaff, (de Mulier. Organ. &c. Cap. 9: 
de Flux. Menfirnor. Pag. 141.) gives us the 
following Marks; they (the Gonorrbea and 
Whites) are fo nearly the fame, that unlefs a 
Phyfician takes a great deal of Notice, he 
will eafily be deceived by the Refemblance, 
altho’ they proceed from different Parts, and 
be thrown forth by diftin@ Places; fince 
the Whites are thrown out of the fame Dués 
by which the Menfes flow, which we judge 
for this Reafon, becaufe we fee fuch Chane 
ges in the Menftrual Blood, that at firft it 
iffues forth like unto a Vidtim, as Hippocrates 
obferves, then it becomes lefs florid; anon 

it appears pale and white, and is therefore 

call’d the Whites. : 

But the Diffecion of the Corpfe of a 
certain Woman, infected with this Difeafe 
made it plain, that a Virulent Gonorrhea 
comes from the Corpus Glandof{um,and breaks 
forth by the Lacume, and round about the 
Urinary Paflage ; for the Uterus and Vagina 
being free, we found only the Corpus Glan- 
dofum, or Proftrates, placed around the Uri- - 
nary Paflages, affected. 

But fome will fay, how fhall the Phyfician 
know thefe things; if a Woman profefs 
herfelf chafte, honeft, and free from the 
Knowledge of a Mane He may however 
judge, if he give an Eye to the Matter that 
flows, and the Complaints of the eaten ; 

Or 
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for the Matter of the Whites is much moré 
copious than that of the Gonorrhea or Clap. 
If you confider their Complaints, Women 
troubled with the Whites, have Pains in their 
Backs ; but thefe afflited with a Clap com- 
plain of grievous Pains and Anguifh about 
the Pudenda: But if you are not content 
with thefe Signs, look into the Parts them- 
felves; for then in a Clap you will fee the 
Urinary Paflage, and all round that Part, 
where the Lacuna terminate in Ducts, befet 
with a mucous, putrid, greenifh Matter, and 
an Ulcer; moft other Parts of the Vagina 
peng ufually clear; but in the Whites not. 
fe) 


— And Baglivi declares, from others, a Per= 
fon affi@ed with the Clap or the Whites to 
be thus difcover’d : If, fays he, you ask them 
whether they have the Whites and Reds to- 
gether, and they anfwer in the Affirmative, 
you may boldly pronounce they areClapp’d ; 
and. this confirms what I have mention’d 
from de Graaff; becaufe the Menfes and 
Whites come from the fame Glands: But 
the Menfes and Clap proceed from different 
Parts. Therefore it follows, that the Blood 
_ and a white Liquor cannot iffue forth at one 
and the fame time, from one and the fame 
~ Part; but that the Reds and the Matter of a 
Clap may, becaule they come from different 

Parts : 
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Parts: So that when both run at once, ’tis 


plain they are Clapp’d. ; 
'- {| know this has of late been call’d into 
Queftion, by fome who are troubled with 
a Spirit of Contradiétion; but fince tlie Cafe 
is moft ufually fuch, as de Graaff and Bagli- 
vi have defcribed it, I think we may readi- 
ly fubfcribe to their Sentiments; not that © - 
it is to be deny’d, that fometimes it happens 
we fee very Virulent Gonorrhea’s extending 
themfelves as highas the Os Timca; butthefe - 
are rare. The defign’d Shortnefs of this 
Treatife does not permitt me to enter intoa 
longer Detail; wherefore, I fhall drop Spe- 
culations, .and proceed to the Praétice ‘or 
Cure.of the Virulent Gonorrbea. 
Many different Methods are purfued by 
‘Authors of found Judgment, and all of them 
gain their Point ; not that one Method is 
not better and fhorter than another, and yet 
{fafe enough too. Some premife Alteratives 
to Purgatives ; fome blend Alteratives of all 
Kinds proper for the Difeafe, together into 
one Mafs: Some, again, cure without Aftrin- 
gents; others purge without giving any 
other Remedies. 1am not at leifure to dif. 
cufs all thefe Points; I fhall give you the 
moft reafonable Methods of PraGtice in as | 
fhort and eafy Teims as the Diforder can 
allow of, fae Lone tN Sa 
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J fay then, that this Difeafe is cured in 
a regular Method by Purgatives and Alte- 
ratives, Internal and. External. The Efflux 
of corrupt Matter ina Virulent Gonorrhea, 
does not admitt of that Method of Cure, 
which curbs anid retains the Flux ; for in the 
Beginning we muft by no means ufe Aftrint- 
_ gents, or hinder the Efflux, left that Virulence 
Matter being retained in the Body, fhould 
erode arid exulcerate the Parts adjacent alfo ; 
but we muft rather take heed, that infead 
of what ‘Nature evacuates, fomewhat Ana 
logous ‘don’t: {pring frony Infection, or the 
Symptoms increafe > For when the vicious. 
Humours are difcharged, if the Difeafe is 
. gentle and mild, it frequently ceafes of its 
own accord. Only this1 think we may af- 
firm with Fruth, that whoever applies carly 
enough, can never fail of Cure, and: even an 
eradicating one, if he meets with an honeft 
and knowing Phyfician’or Surgeon: Which 
Affair being duly .confider’d, it is very a- 
mazing to meet, with fo much ill Succefs as 
I daily experience, of Patients that apply 
to me, in this Learned and knowing Me- 
tropolis: But when we confider the Increafe 
of Pretenders to this Practice, and the ma- 
ny Invitations in our Papers .for Patients to 
apply themfelves to Mém who have'the Art 
of giving themfelves and Medicines high 
Titles and Encomiums, without any juft 

I Grounds 
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Grounds or Merit for fuch Pretences, my 
Wonder ceafes : Or can I enough pity fuch 
credulous Perfons, who are thereby often 
tempted to Toy-Shops, Bookfellers Shops, 
and fuch Places, to buy their Specificks and 
Arcana foartfully recommended by fidtitious 
Names and f{pecious Titles. It were to be 
wifhed that we could as eafily difcover Mens 
Intelle&s, as we can diftinguifh between 
Beauty and Deformity ; I am afraid in that 
Cafe we fhould fee many unhors’d and dif- 
mounted, and obliged to walk the Streets, 
in the Name of the Lord, who now glare in 
Equipages: Intereft> would have no Sway, 
where Life lay at “ake. So Foreftus affures 
us, he cured a young Man of a Gonorrhea, 
and ‘a Swelling of his Tefticles, by Purga- 
tives. For this end, the following Prefcrip-

_ I muft however obferve to you, that there 

is fomewhat peculiar in Mercurials to con- 

quer this Malady-: Its Weight breaks the 

Points of the acid Virus, after it has firft im- 

bibed it; for in the Courfe of the Circula- 
tion, the Salts, rubbing againft the Sides of 

the Containing Parts, and being brittle, are 
oe a broke 
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broke off from their Points, which are fuck 
into this Globular Body, as Pins into a Ball ; 
fo that they, from being Conical, turn trun- 
cated, and can't pierce nor tear the Fibres, 
as they would otherwife do. Salts do Da- 
mage according to their Weight and Figure ; 
and Pointed Salts do infinitely more Damage 
to our Veffels, than OG@ohedrals, or Angular 
Bodies; but the Salts of the Lues are Dag- 
gers, which at once prick and cut: And it 
is known by daily Experience, that Mercu- 
rials fheathe them, and then break them. 
Let ignorant Pretenders decry what they 
cannot ufe with Judgment, I do highly com- 
mend them for it; it is very improper Men 
fhould truft themfelves with Creatures who 
avowedly fhun the’ moft effe@ual Methods : 
Firft, they don’t know how to ufe this Spe- 
cifick ; Secondly, if*they did, they never 
appear to prevent, or wifely take off Con- 
fequences, even the fafeft of Remedies may 
be accompanied with ; and therefore, they 
decry for their own Sakes only, not their 
Patients, what they cannotufe. Into what 
Depths of Villany do Mortals run, when 
the beft of Remedies is to be laid afide, be- 
caufe their Privacy is not to be expofed, and 
becanfe they can’t appear to manage! And 
it fares il] with Perfons who have purchafed 
their ill-prepared and worfe-applied Remes 
dies; for whatcan be expeéted but Relicks, 

the 
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the Pretenders ‘ought to be punifh’d for 
leaving there. : | 

When Catharticks have been given to fuch 
a Quantity, as that the Colour of the Run- 
ning is changed into a white and laudable 
Matter; then it is neceffary to proceed to 
Alteratives ; and the Reafon is this; in all 
Ulcers, of what Denomination foever, our 
firft Intention is to deterge the Parts, and 
clear them of their great'Actimony refiding 
in the Part affected. Now Cathartichs 
abounding with fmooth orAlcaline Particles; 
at once give a Shock to the Urethra, and 
correct fpecifically the Acid lodging there ; 
fo that one Part isdifcharged, and Be other 
is changed for the better, the Colour fairly 
denoting iit, as Pragtice confirms. This firft 


_ Step being made, we ftudy to clear the Parts 
of all they are too much loaden with, ftom 


whence they are turgid and inflamed around. 
We encourage this Difcharge, till the white 
Matter becomes ropy and glutinous, and till 
the Part, upon feeling, and touching it 
fomewhat rudely, is not accompanied with 
the Senfe of Soretiefs; for if it fhould, it 
is a Sign all the Inflammation, or Viras from 
whence it proceeds, is not yet banifh’d. 
The Medicines made ule of for completing 
the Cure of a Gonorrhea, are of a foft and 
volatile Nature; the Softnefs fupples the 
Fibres, whilft the Volatile ftimulates them

Thefe, ane many others, efit to 
be met with in Authors, Care commonly 
ufed with good :Succefs ; ‘but in my: own 
PraGice, I often, at the latter End of the 
Cure, blend Balfamicks with proper Purga- 
tives, and feldom find (unlefs in weak, hat. 
ter’d, or broken: Goaitieutions) any Ocealion 
for Stypticks:': | 
Stypticks ag: in the following manner ; 
Weare to infpeét into the Nature of a Run- 
ning firft, inorder to have a. juft Notion of 
curbing it: In Runnings, whether Virulent 
or Simple, the: Humours ought to re-circu- 
late into the Veffels, and ought to drop no- 
thing into the: Orifice, from: whence at pre- 
fent there is:fo great a Difcharge: But the 
contrary: happens’ ;,. for the | Humours —

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which way they find the leaft Refiftance; 
that is, thro’ this Orifice, and weaken the — 
Patients by the Expence of Spirits. Now 
it manifeftly appears, that there is a greater 
Patency and Widenefs at the Hole from 
whence this Difcharge comes, than there is , 
in the Veffel ; and Stypticks are given, or - 
rather applied, if poffible, to the Part fo 
widened, in order to leffen the Bore of the 
Veffel, and fo to hinder the Difcharge, 
which they do by fucking up the Humours ; 
and as the Parts are deprived of the excef- 
five Moifture, they purfe up, each Part of 
the Circle coming clofer, and rendring the 
Diameter lefs, the Flux at laft ceafes: There — 
is only this Difference between giving 
Aftringents, and applying them, that if 
they can be applied to the Part immediate.

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of Aftringents, or rather never ufe them at 
all, there being other effeétual Methods for 
compaffing this End. However, we are too 
often importuned out of our juft Meafures; 
to gratify our uneafy Patients, who would 


 otherwife fall into other and perhaps worfe 
_ Hands, and are conftrained (for 1 muft call 


this a Conftraint) to fall into Meafures we 
don’t approve: But as we forefee the Con- 
fequences of fuch Proceedings, and know 
how to prevent them, we have the Advan- 
tage of others lefs knowing; for when we 
have completed the Cure by this Method, 
which | muft call fomewhat irregular, tho’ 
commonly follow’d, the Patients become | 
eafy, and alfo ready to join in with you, 
in taking whatever you judge proper to era- 
dicate the Remains of the Difeafe; that is, 
in plain Pruth, to undo what your Aftrin- 
gents have done to the Veffels, which would 
lay a Foundation for future Difeafes. Thus 
are we Often circumftanced in Purfuit of 
and in Compliance to a vulgar Error, 
which we have not Courage to withftand, 
or Rhetorick enough todifcourage.

Iam well aware, that fome hafty Pra&ti- 
_tioners give Green Precipitate and Turpeth. 
Min. and revulfe the Humours fo powerful- 
ly, that in a very {mall Space of ‘Time the 
Flux abates; but then this is a flattering 
' Method, it cures by inviting the Humouts 
inwards, and almoft infallibly Poxes the 
Patient. | 
There ate an Infinity of irreconcilable 
Sentiments concerriing Methods of Cure ; 
but furely there are certain and nearly uner- 
ring Means how to judge which is the jufteft 
- Scheme: If we take only a View of Nature, 
as fhe performs her Works and Functions — 
ordinarily, we can be at no Lofs to know | 
how far fhe errs; and as nothing virulent 
ought to be return’d into our Veilels, that 
being an extraneous Body to Nature, it is 
not hard to perceive how much fuch a Proce- 
dure deviates from: her:. In exceffive Vomit- 
ing, and {uch is raifed by thefe ftrong Mercu- 
rials, all the Veffels of the lower Parts are 
unloaded and the Humours hurried upwards; 
fo that whatever ufed to find a proper Paf- 
fage, is licked up into the Blood ; and what 
may we not expect from fuch a prepofterous 
Management? In fhort, it is tranflating the 
Burden into another Channel, and we are 
obliged afterwards to labour to extirpate it. 
Indeed it fometimes happens, that we are 
obliged to take this Method not out of 
yamine: 
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Choice; but we do it to avoid a greater In- 
convenience; for Example, the Venercal 
Poifon fettles upon the Tefticles, which may 
be thus inflamed, and at laft impoftumated, 
and the Patient will then run the Rifque of 
being unmann‘d: In that Cafe it is more 
eligible to draw off thefe virulent Humours 
from thefe Parts, and eradicate them 
throughly afterwards, by proper Means, 
than to fuffer fo great a Detriment. This 
Part then is reputed_a nobler Part than the 
Veffels ; in this Part the Humour is fettled, 
and in them it floats; from this Part it is 
not eafy to be recalled, but from them. we 
can by proper Means draw them off, and 
hinder any farther Prejudice enfuing from 
thence: So that the Difparity lies thus, 
namely, where the Humoursare thrown off 
thro” any proper Paflages, it is convenient 
to excite a greater Flux thro’ them, rather 
than to reeall them again into the Mafs, 
where there may be Danger of corrupting 
the Whole : But where they are as danger- 
oufly fix’d and riveted as they poffibly can 
be, as in the Cafe of the Infammation of 
the Tefticles, then Prefervation of the Spe- 
cies, and the Confervation of Life, do both 
concurr to oblige us to hazard a Retraction 
of the Humours from that Part; for which 
fort of Miftake, or rather hard Choice, we 
are forced to take a good deal of Pains to 
: | K 2 retrieve 
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retrieve the Juices if injur’d, or to prevent 


their Cofruption from the Retreat of the 
Humour. : 


If the Penis be painfully ftretched like a 
Chord; or if there be an Inflammation, or 
an Ulcer, that is confiderable, we muft - 
change our Method a little: If the Infam- — 


mation be the Caufe of this Chordee, we 
muft take Blood away, and ufe Fomenta- 
tions of Emollients, and we muft ufe Emule 
fions. What Purgatives are adminifter’d, 
ought to be very {mooth and gentle, fuch as 
Gaffia, Manna, Cream of Tartar, and the 


like. Glyfters are alfo of Ufe, andthe Pa- © 


tient muft avoid all warmer Diet and Spices, 
If there be an Ulcer already generated, we 
muft inje& into the Urethra by a Syringe, 
Barley-Water warm’d, to deterge and wath 
off the acrimonious Salts; or Milk, in 
which the Trochifci albi Rhafis, with Opium, 


.are diffolv’d warm, in order to lenify and 


appeafe the Pain, if need fo require. 

A painful Ereation, and a fort of tearing 
Pain at the Franum or Bridle, is call’d a 
Chordee ; fo that when the Salts trickling 
down the Urethra raife an Irritation, the 
Spirits flow plentifully into the Yard, and 
its Mufcles implanted at the Root of it; as, 


this Bridle being fhortned, hinders the na- 


tural Bent of it upwards; thefe contrary 
Tendencies raife preternatural Pains, which 
| 3 are 
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‘are extremely troublefome; and Culpam 
pena premit Comes. In fhort, this Diferder 
is always Inflammatory, be the Original 
Caufe what it pleafes ; fo that the Tenfion 
and Pain do principally indicate Relaxation, 
by warm but emollient Fomentations, or 
{mooth and oily Medicines internally. 

When the Stretching and Pain are over, 
then we may ufe the following Prefcription 
to heal the Parts.

If notwithftanding all your Care and Ap- 
plications, the Flux fhould ftill continue, it 
is a great Sign of Malignity, and threatens 
a Pox; wherefore, for Precaution’s Sake, 
the Patient ought daily to take, Night and 
Morning, a Dram of Diafcordium, or Mi- 
thridate, according to the College Pharma- 
copxia, and drink above it half a Pound of 
Decoctum Guaiaci warm, and continue this 
Method for twenty Days; and to ufe the 
{maller Decoétion of Guaiacum, call’'d the 
Bochet, for ordinary Liquor, obferving a 
drying Diet,and now and then adminiftring 
4 proper Purgative. :

3 a know it has been affirmed, that Buboes 
‘muft by no means, or upon no counter In- 
ication, be flopped in their Career 5 but I 
3 beg 
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beg Leave to diffent fromi thefe Sentiment$ 
in fome Inftances: For Example, a Perfon 
labours under a Bubo, as one Symptom of 
the Difeafe, whilft a great many as dari- 
gerous Accidents, as can befall the Difeafed; 
concurr at the fame time and accompany it: 
In this Cafe, the Suppuration of the Bubo 
would give a good deal of Trouble to the 
Patient, but would not promife a Relief 
fuitable or proportionable to it; for ftill he 
would have new Accidents to grapple with, 
and would be far from being a whit relieved ; 
Wherefore in fuch Circumftances, the only 
Remedy would be a general one, which 
would ftrike at all the Accidents attending, 


and root out all the Symptoms at once. — 


Such Remedies there are, and fuch fhould 


be apply’d, without confidering the Bubo, 


whether it might be fuppurated or not. 
Caruncles and Fungus’s {pringing up in the 
Urinary Paffage, arifing from the injured 
Glands in the following manner, according 
to the Sentiments of Malpight on Fungus’s 


elfewhere ;. namely, the Ulcers bred by © 


the Acrimony of the Virus, are richly fup- 

plied with Matter, fome of which is vifcous 

alfo: This vifcous Part turns: fibrous; fo 

that the Parts growing beyond meafure, fill 

‘up the Cavity of the Urethra; and growing 
found by a falfe Union, leaving the Acri- 

mony blunted by the Vifcofity, this Tumor 
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is generated, call’d a Caruncle, as if we fhould 
fay alittle Flefhy Tumour. But upon a 
Rric Enquiry, I find that Caruncles are really 
Cicatrix’s left upon curing Ulcers of the 
‘Urethra; for having lately had an Opportu- 
nity of feeing a Perfon ditlectted, who was 
long infefted with Caruncles, the Urethra, 
which ought to be fmooth and equal, was 
much wrinkled and fhrivel’d up in one Place 
particularly, which hinder’d the ready flowe 
ing of the Urine, and divided it into a dou 
ble Stream, as any the leaft Inequality will 
do. So we obferve in a Channel or Tube, 
which if ever fo little unequal, the Liquor 
flowing thro’ it willcome out, divided into 
_a double Stream ; and as in outward uns 
feemly Cicatrix’s we corrode them down 
to an Equality, or even below it, in order 
fo make them {mooth ; fo it is pra@ifed in 
‘Caruncles, that they are to be gently eroded, 
and then healed with ftrong Deficcants, 
which render the Channel fmooth, If we 
don’t compafs our Ends, the Confequence 
is a continual Danger of a Sharpnefs of 
Water upon the leaft Irregularity in Li- 
quors; for upon fuch Emergencies, the 
Blood is loaded with eager Particles from 
thin Champaign, or other {mall French Wines, 
glutted into our Stomachs, and cammuni- 
cated to our Juices. Let no one cal] this 
Affertion into Queftion, fince it is evident 
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that Gouty Perfons experience, upon fuch 
Debauches, thefe {mall Wines give them 
Fitts infallibly : Their Forbearance of fuch 
Liquors on that Head gives us Affurance, we 
are not out in our Conjetures ; and in like 
manner it happens to Men who have been 
ill cured, or who have been: fo unskilfully 
handled as to have a Caruncle left in the 
Urethra: They upon thefe Intemperances 
frequently do experience Pains, and very 
fharp ones too, upon making Water, fo as 
to impofe on the moft fagacious Phyficians, 
and even to make them believe there is a 
Stone, or fome fuch Difafter, in the Blad- 
der; for which Opiates themfelves in Gly- 
‘fiers have been found ufeful, 

_ This Sentiment I find lately confirm’d by 
the Learned Dr. Freind, in his Hiftory of 
Phyfick, Vol. If. P. 390. 

The Part thus bred is too tough to yield 
to Difcutients or Aftringents ; we even are 
obliged to have Recourfe to Inftruments at _ 
laft; however, we firft attempt gentle Ca- 
tharticks to break thro’ its tough Coats, 
and thruft them into the Paffage.

per to be thruft in, becanfe they are apr to 
melt with the Heat of the Part, and bedaub 
all the Urethra ; fo that inftead of corro- 
ging the Caruncle alone, we experience the 
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Misfortune of making the Urethra one con. 
tinued’ Ulcer; and thus increafe the Pa- 
tient’s Misfortune, and bring on intolerable 
Scaldings, and, perhaps, worfe Confequen- 
cess wherefore I like his Method, and fhall 
’ tranfcribe it. ic 

With refpeé to their Confiftence, fays he, 
I cannot be perfuaded that Ointments, by 
teafon of their Liquidity, can be convey’d 
to the Carnofities by a Wax-Candle, with- 
out being retain’d in other Parts of the U- 
vetbra ; and Plaifters are too hard and folid 
to be {pread upon the Caruncle, and to ftick 
tipon it when they have once come at it: 
And laftly, the Powders and Inje&ions may 
am and corrode the found Parts of the 

rethra, as well as the Excrefcence : Befides 
that their Parts are not fo much united as 
to be convey’d either by the Wax-Candle or 
Syringe, exa&ly upon the Place affeéted, 
and tar lefs to be kept upon it. For thefe

wherefore, we commonly give Emulfions, 
and in them Sal Prunelle ; but thefe are of- 
ten too weak and flow, and then we give 
38 Syr. Papav. in Emulf. Sem. 4. Frigid. major. 
vel minor. or 3ij Syr. de Mecon. in a Draught 
of Emulfions, often in a Day ; and what is © 


moft furprizing, Spirit of Salt itfelf is a Spe- 


cifick in this Scalding, given to ten, fifteen, 
or twenty Drops in Barley-Water ; for if 
it be given in any Emulfion, it precipitates 


the oily Parts. I fay this is an odd Pheno- 


menon; for whereas I have hitherto fettled 
the Venereal Virus to be an Acid, it may 
juftly be objeéted to me, if the Poifon is 
Acid, how comes it to pafs, that an Acid 


will relieve Symptoms produced by an 


Acid? To this I anfwer, that Experience 
teaches us that fome Acids are contrary to 
others ; and that therefore the fame Expe- 
rience informs us of the Particulars. Dr. 


_ Grew having obferved this Appearance, had 


Refuge to a Subalcalizate Salt, lurking in 


the one unobferv’d but by Experience ; and 


it 
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it is certain, from the Solution of Copper 
or Silver in Spirit of Nitve, or Aqua-fortis, 
and its Precipitation by Spirit of Salt, that 
thefe Spirits have fome Diffimilitude of Prin- 
ciples accountable for by Experience only ; 
for tho’ all three tafte Acid, yet we fee the — 
Spirit of Salt, or the other two, have fome 
Alcaline Particles: And Sigogne feems to 
hint, that the Venereal Virus is of a Vitrio- 
line Nature ; now all know, that Salines 
do precipitate, and therefore corre& Vitrio- 
licks ; and probably the Secret he boafts fo 
much of, may be the Sal Enixum of Brine, 
which is purgative. : 

In a Tumor of the Tefticles, where the 
Humours are pent up and ftagnate, the In- 
tention is to be direéted to difperfe thenr; 
but by this Method it is fometimes to be 
feard, we may do worfe, than by letting 
them remain there; for as the original De- 
fign was Evacuation thro’ the Urethra, and 
fuch as would have run off that way, are 
depofited here, Suppuration feems to be re- 


quired, that their Suppreffion in that Parte 


may be recompens’d by their Difcharge in > 

this. However, Phyficians look upon the 

Confervation of the Species to be above Par, 

with regard to the Taint of the Blood, and 

do therefore rather choofe to hazard it in 

the Mafs, than to have any Harm befall the 
| : | Manhood. 
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Manhood. Hence it is, that befides Dif- 
cutients and Emollients made ufe of to put 
_ the Humours in Motion, and remove them 
out of the Du&ts compofing the Tefticles, 
Emeticks are frequently adminifter’d, and 
Ointments, Plaifters, and Fomentations, are 
apply’d externally, for the Sake of revulfing 
and difperfing the impaéted Humours, that 
no Damage might enfue tothe Man. This 
Care is neceffary not only to prevent Lofs of 
Virility which might enfue; but alfo Ab- 
- foeffes and Sinuous Ulcers, commonly attend- 
ing Suppurations there; and by Confe- 
quence, the Deftruction of the Individual. 
‘Hence Cataplaims, made up of Althea 
Roots, Lillies, Line Seed, Fanugreck, Rofe- 
Buds, and fuch like, boil’d in Milk, taking 
Care, left by the imprudent Ufe of fuch 
Applications, the Patient be thrown into a 
confirm’d Pox ; which he certainly will, if 
‘there be no timely Provifion made againtt 
this Enemy you have remanded into the 
Veffels. This cannot be more effe@ually 
done, than by Catharticks join’d to Mercu- 
rials; and, if Neceffity requires it, whilft 
the Tefticles are greatly pain’d and inflamed, 
Bleeding ought to be put in Practice, which’ 
may fometimes be required more than once. 
This Difcharge hinders too plentiful an In. 
- flux of Humours into the Tefticles, and 
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by Confequence a Suppuration, which, as 
I have remark’d to you, is as carefully to 
be fhunn’d here, as it ought in all Internal 
Inflammations ; for as no Guefs can be given 
how far the Obftructions may reach, and 
there is fo ftri&t a Connexion between the 
Kidneys and the Tefticles, ’tis odds if the 
Inflammation is imprudently managed, that 
the other may enfue. °Tis to be remark’d, - 
that a lying Pofture is the beft in time of | 
the Cure. “Sane 

A’ Phimofis is a common Accident attend- 
ing Claps; where the Glans is cover'd by 
reafon of the Swelling; and this Swelling 
is caus’d by the Grofsnefs of the Juices 
fticking in the Capillaries, which are de- 
- termin’d into this Road fo plentifully by the 
imprudent Adminiftration of Phyfick, or 
fome other fuch Violence. There is no 
Difference in the Cure of a Phimofis, whe- 
ther from a Venereal Cafe, or from the 
catching of Cold, fave that Venereal Tue 
mors arife from the Mafs, andthe Acciden- 
tal from the Air; but both occafion a Vif- 
cidity inthe Juices ; and therefore, as to the 
Part affe&ted, “tis the fame thing. Tumors 
are to be difcufs’d, fuppurated , or cut; 
we rather choofe to difcufs a Phimofis by 
Difcutients and Emollients, fuch are Fo- 
mentations, or Cataplafms made up of - 
eo ; Chamomile 
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Chamomile Flowers, Mellilot, Elder, Linfeéds; 
Mallows, and fuch like; to which Spirit 
of Wine ought to be added: If thefe fhould 
fail of their Effeét, we come to the Ope- 
ration; for which I referr you to Books of 
Surgery. ee 
The Paraphimofis being the fame fort of 
‘Tumor, but in which the Gans is uncover’d,' 
fo as not to be able to get the Prepuce over ; 
the fame Meafures are to be taken; and 
thefe failing, Recourfe muft be had to the 
Operation alfo. 3 
Thus, kind Readers, have I difpatchtd a 
Virulent Gonorrhea, and its common Atten- 
dants. Stich Symptoms as advance higher, 
and fhew a confiderable Taint in the Blood, 
retain to the next Part, and fhall be fpoke 
to as largely as the Brevity interided will 
permitt me. For tho’ what follows is a di« 
rect Sequel of this, yet the common Mea- 
fures allotted for the Cure of Gonorrbea’s 
and their Symptoms, as they do not accord 
with the Cure of the Zues or Confirm’d 
Pox; or at keaft not being fufficient to de- 
firoy fo great a Load of impure Leaven in 
the Mafs, which is in this Cafe forely ine 
feted; it is very proper to treatthem a- 
part; fince a Spark and Flames don’t re- 
quire the fame Care and Diligence to be 
extinguifh’d ; fer tho’ they be of the fame 
we M ; and 
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_ and individual Nature, ‘yer the Degrees dif- 
fer. So fares it with Perfons under a Clap, 
and a Confmd.Pox: The firft is feated 
within Sight ; but, the latter does not only 
betray itfelf externally, bur alfo implies 
Danger from Sources unfeen. |

=u} common Symptoms, there is not 
————! a Difeafe more known than’ the 
Pox; but if we give a Look to its’ Nature; 
we may fay none is lefs'Known. Many in- 
_ deed have wrote very ufeful' thing's concern- 
ing its Nature, Signs, and Properties ; bur, 
in’ my Opinion, nor all'things, by wlticl? a. 
fafe and fecure Praétice in all Events may 
be relied on’: Whofe Sentinients, altho’ [ 
can’t approve of,’ yet to avoid Prolixity, I - 

fhall forbear refuting. | 
Tt will be fufficient to touch flightly upon 
two Opinions, which have been’ licretofore 
contrived to folve Phenomena, they fancied; 
could not be well otherwife folved. Some 
there were, who held’ that the Pox was in- 
troduced by a certain Heap’ of invifible 
Wornis, which, however, they affirm’d they 
M’ 2 could 
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could difcover in the Parts affeéted, with 
Microfcopes: Which thing, whether there 
-be any Truth in, let the Authors of this 
whimfical Opinion prove, who call in their 
Eyes as Witnefles ; but I fear leit fuch In- 
ftruments as they ufe, don’t fo reprefent the 
Matter itfelf, as it is in Nature, only as the 
Strength of Fancy dictates to them. -- Be this 
as it may, for I don’t think it worth while 
to enquire ftridly into the Truth of this 
Affertion, no ufeful Conclufion arifing from 
it for promoting Practice, which is my chief 
End, unlefs they perhaps would conclude 
from thence, that Mercury is the principal 
‘Antidote againft this Difeafe, becaufe it is 
a known and experienced Remedy againft 
Worms; which, believe who will, I can’t 
come into their Meafures ; neither does the 
Reafon they bring, altho’ it be {pecious, and 
_ Faé&t as to the Remedy, perfuade or con- 
vince me; For altho’ we fhould admitt Vere 
cury to have a very great Force againft 


Worms in Children; yet it may have none . 


againft thefe fuppofed ones, fince they may 
be of a different Nature to thofe in them ; 
as Audry has very learnedly of late difco- 
yer'd. 

The other was an Opinion which may 
yet prevail with Perfons who have a mind 
to deftroy the Notion of Salts in our Bodie: 
If our Juices can neither be reputed bitter, 

four, 
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four, falt, nor acrimonious, the Caufe of this 
Difeafe muft be efteem’d fome occult Qua 
lity ; that is, we plainly muft acknowledge 
we know not what'is its Nature. : 

Wherefore, before I explain my Senti- 
ments on the Caufe of this moft grievous 
Difeafe, I muft warn my Readers of one 
Point; namely, that they would not think 
much.to perufe curforily this {mall and fhore 
Treatife, before they offer to pafs Judg- 
ment; for if a Part fhould fail to gain their 
Affent, the Whole, unlefs they read. it with 
a Prepoffeffion, hardly will; or, however, 
unlefs {uch Pretenders fhould perufe it, as 
fancy their Judgment ought to pafs for Ster- 
> ling: Bue that I may not vainly entertain 
you, I fay, that a Lues.is an Acid Effluviuns 
drawn into the Body by the Pores of the 
Parts deftin’d for Generation. 

It is very ftrange how Men will ftand out 
againft full Evidence; there are Numbers of 
Inftances to prove Salts in our Juices, and 
yet many there are who cry down any Da- 
mage enfuing from thence ; or, however, 
without any Regard to thefe ravaging Bo- 
dies, they truft to a Receipt, toan Arcanum, 
to eradicate the Diforder, and call all Rea- 
foning in the Cure flippery. Where is the 
Difference between the Quack and Phyfi- 
cian, if the Cafe ftands thus? The one and 
the other truft to Receipts alike, they both 
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reafor alike ; and I can’t fee, but their Tis 
thes'to Praétice and Succefs are equal, only 
the Phyfician may know better; but if he 
contemns that Knowledge, is he not exact! 
upon a Level with, the Quack 2 What 
proves it an Effluvium or Steam, is its paf- 
fing thro? the Pores of a Machine, now too . 
much in ufé ; and what need we wonder 
at this, when Liquors themfelves, grofsias 
they are, will pafs thro’ the Pores of our 
Skin and of a Bladder, if } am well ine 
form’d.. Do we not fee how the Steams of 
the Symparhetick Ink pafs thro’ a Book of 
a: large Size? And furely thefe. are full as 
fubtile and. as deftructive; Steams are only 
thofe Bodies we fee; reduced into’ very mi- 
nute and component Parts: The Air, as a 
Prefs, forces them up by its Weight, and 
they yield by their lefs Gravity, fo that in 
mounting they: pierce our Senfory of Smel- 
ling, and twinge'us); and:this 1s true-in the 
Acid Spirits, aswell as the Volatile.

For the moft part, an impure Enis 
brace is the immediate Occafion of this Ve- 
nomous Aura, by which the Parts are de- 
filed, in which it lurks for three or four 
Days, and fometimes for as many Months, 
without giving any Signs of Infeétion, till 
at length it changes and perverts the Sper- 
matick Parts by its acute and pungent Pare 
ticles: What Body, fave an Acid Effluvium; 
could lie fo long conceal’d in the Parts, 
without producing tremendous Effeéts 2. For 
were it of a very volatile Nature, the Warmth 
of the Body diffolving it, there would im- 
mediately enfue Symptoms very terrible. 
Whereas it appears to be an inactive Venom 
in the Beginning, but dreadful in its Con- 
fequences.

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Others, the Poifon is quick, and fudden Re- 
lief is required, or the Patients fink under 
the Anguifh immediately. In fhort, from 
whence, if not from this Acid Vapor, deep-

thofe Scirrhous Tophi in the Joints, Nodes, 
and hard Tumors all over the Body? [ 
fay, from what other Caufe arife a Numbnefs 
of the Parts, a Lazinefs and Wearinefs of 
the Body, a Sadnefs and Melancholy, if not 
from this Humour? For it congeals all our 
Fluids, and renders them fharp and pun- 
gent. 

As a farther Teftimony of this Humour} 
Jet us confider the Sleepinefsin the Day- 
time of fuch as are infected, and Reftlefnefs 
at Night; for as the Patient by Day is fub- 
ject to reft from Wearinefs, arifing from the 
thicken’d Juices; fo by Night the Warmth 
of the Bed puts in Motion thefe fix’d 
Humours; and they being fharp and acu- 
Jeated, are hurried forward every where, 
and prick and gall the Membranes unmerci- 
fully, and introduce Pains, which we call 
Noéiurnal, difturbing our Natural Slum- 
bers. 

If what is affirm’d by fome grave Aus 
thors be true, to wit, that many have been 
infected by exceflive Venery alone, «by 


diffipating the Native Heat, and occafion- 


ing a chill’d Blood, from whenee Symptoms 
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of the Venereal Kind have commenced ; 
then it will be a Confirmation that however 
the Blood is render’d fix’d and acid, it 
would become venereally affected: But I 
much fufpe& fuch Hiftories of Credulity ; 
wherefore, fliall orily obferve, that Perfons 
thus affeéted feldom become Feverifh ; which 
fhews the Nature of the Humour offending. 
. Moreover, we perceive, that the Reme- 
dies point out to us the Caufe; for Venee 
real Perfons are cured by warming and vo- 
latile Medicines; Guwaiacum being the chief 
Antidote Known in the Weft Indies, from 
whence we firft receiv’d this Poifon. Or, 
however, the Poifon is to be obtunded and 
refitted, which are truly the Properties of 
the Guaiacuni; for Guatacum, if diftill’d; 
affords an Acid Spirit and an Oil; and if ré= 
diftilled, gives alfo a Volatile Salt, that is, 
it gives out an oily Volatile Salt, both vir- 
- tually and a@ually, by which ic cures this 
virulent Difeafe; Howevet, Guaiacum is 
hardly a {ufficient Remedy in our Climate, 
where the Pores are not hear fo open as if 
| the Weft-Indiés ; and thetefore, Dr. Lifter 
pays too great a Compliment to it, or ra- 
ther miftakes its Virtues, when he makes it 
a Remedy againft the ill Confequences of 
Mercury and the Pox too; not but that it 
is an excellent Remedy; but it will not an- 
{wer here, as every common  PraGtitioner 
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can affirm; becaufe our Pores being clofer, 
and the Humours being more pent up than 
in a warmer Climate, thefe Humours don’t 
fo readily make their Efcape thro’ them, as 
thro’ other Paffages; the Stomach, the In- 
teftines, and Salival Glands, being found by 
Experience to pafs them more effedually 
here, than the Miliary Glands do: But in 
general, warm and obtunding Medicines © 
have a good Effect in Poxes, if they are not 
forbid by fome dangerous Circumftances ; 
and if they are, we wander much from the 
genuine and eradicating Cure, and only in- 
fift upon the Palliative. | 
And fince I have mention’d this Place 
from whence we firft received this Difeafe, 
the Reader, I hope, will pardon a fmall 
Digreffion upon the Manner of its Rife. 
Some Authors, I know, believe, it was in 
Being in David's Time, who complain’d of 
having a Pain in his Bones; and do farther 
fay, that the Blotches of Egypt, the Scabs 
and incurable Itch were plain Signs of this 
Difeafe. Others again do believe, Sueto- . 
ius meant this Difeafe in defcribing Casus 
Auguftus’s Diforder ; as does Tacitus when - 
he {peaks of the Diftemper of Tiberius ; and _ 
that Hippocrates, in mentioning Rottennefs 
of the Bones of the Nofe and Palate, means 
this Difeafe. But it muft be granted, that 
all thefe are ambiguous Affertions; ee: if 
| this 
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this Diforder could have been propagated in 
the ordinary way, it muft have been in very 
early Days known in this our Ifle; fince the 
Romans could not want Subjects enough in 
a conquer’d Country to propagate their Fe- 
male Conquefts alfo: Whereas it is certain, 
it was never fpoke of by.the Phyficians, ~ 
whofe Province it was to regifter it, till af- 
ter the Conqueft of the Weft-Indies by the 
Spaniards. In that large Continent there- 
fore, and no where elfe, muft we feek for 
its firft Origine, and as little Satisfaction 
can be expected from a brutifh People, fo I 
am afraid the moft accurate Account muft 


_ be taken from Hiftorians, who doubtlefs 


have receiv’'d lame Accounts from thefe 
conquer’d Pagans. Oviedo his defcribed, 
among other Animals, Quadruped Serpents, © 
call’d Inguanas, which the Indians fed 
greedily upon; and ‘the Spaniards finding 
them lufcious Viauals, alfo eat plentifully 
of them: He fays, their Flefh was more 
pleafant than that of Rabbits; and adds, 
that they hurt none, fave thofe that were 
Pox’d; which Difeafe, altho’ they had 
been long cured of it, this Diet did them 
immediate Damage, and even renew'd, and 
again excited this Diftemper, altho’ they had 


_ ‘been many Years cured of it; which, fays 


he, our Men experienced by innumerable Ex- 
amples: Thus far this Hiftorian. Now, asa 
oxi Ni2 certain 
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certain Diet may produce Difeafes, fo may 
it happen in this Cafe; and as Dr. Liffer 
on this Head obferves, thofe Serpents ufed 
to be befet with Condylomata, as Men and 
Women are with the Pox; fo he thinks it 
natural to believe, this Serpent firft pro- 
duced it by being the common Food of the 
Indians. We confirms all this by the Hydro- 
phobia; where it is obferv’d, that the Bite 
of a mad Dog produces a peculiar fort of 
Madnefs; fo he does not fee why a peculiar 
Difeafe might not {pring alfo from a pecu- 
jiar Diet. 

Howeyer, as nothing can be affrm’d on 
this Head, I leave thefe Difputes to the 
Curious, who have leifure Time to fearch 
into fuch Trifles: My Task at prefent is 
foreign to this Enquiry, having confined 
myfelf to the Practice. 

It remains for me to explain the Manner, 
by which the Pox feizes us, and creeps upon 
us; which I fhall endeavour to do in as 
concife and intelligible a Manner, as the de- 
fign’d Brevity of this Tra& will allow. 

This Vapor either the Man receives from 
the Woman, or the Woman receives it from 
the Man; this being concreted either in 
the Penis or Pudendum, lurks there quietly, 
till by the Heat of Friction it is attenuated 
and inferted into the Body ; and fooner or 
later betrays itfelf by a Gonorrbea, Puftules, 

| : Tuber- 
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Tubercles, Shankers, and moft contumacious 
Ulcers: But the groffer Parts of this Virus 
breed Tubercles ; the fharper and more mi- 
nute produce-Ulcers ; as alfo Heats of Urine 
or Stranguries, by pricking and fretting the 
tender Membranes, and fo perverting their 
Stru@ure, and creating at laft Ulcers there, 
From hence this Effluvium, unlefs it be 
timely thruft forth, infinuating wfelf deeper, 
gets into the Veffels, and with its pungent 
and acrimonious Particles, retards the Mo- 
tion of the Blood: Anon, being impaéted 
in the Inguinal Glands, accompany’d with 
more or lefs Pain, according to the Nature 
of its Particles, produces a Bubo more or 
lefs inflammatory ; and this Humour flying 


from the Glands of the Inguen, by an ill 


Omen deferts thofe Parts, and getting into 
the Mafs of Blood, acts a tragical Scene 
there, defiling and corrupting all the Pasts 
of the Body; and, as I obferv’d above, con- 
ealing the Blood, and rendring its Motion 
lower than ufual, it has leifure to fix upon 
various Parts, and there imprint its Foot- 
fteps deeply ; and, in particular, it affects the 
Bones of the Palate, and perverts their 
Texture, makes them carious, and caufes 
their Nofes to fallin. Hence, its Particles 
driven deeply in, there arife Ulcers there- 
abouts, and Caries in the fpungy Bones ; 
from whence the horrible Deformity , 
4 : poke

{poke of, happens. The fame Humour 
creates in the Bones, Membranes and Tene 
dons, Nodes and Enxoftofes every where, 
which torture the Patient with infufferable 
Pains ; and what elfe is it, that introduces 
 thefe Nocturnal Pains which are fo cruel 
as to 


; to give neither Reft nor Refpite ? an 
which, if continual, are certain Signs of 
Caries in the Bones. ; 

In this manner it is, this acrimonious V2- 
rus firt {poils the Fabrick, then corrodes ir, 
and at laft Sev ek it, And I fhalladd, 
that Nurfes and Children may infe& each 

other, as fad Experience has taught fome; 
who by the-Contact have fuffer’d egregi- 
oufly, This happen’d to a poor Nurfe 
fome time ago, from a Child whofe Mo- 
ther had been a Sufferer under this Malady ; 
‘The Nipples were firft affected with Ulcera- 
tions, and foon after the whole Body was 
tainted with Blotches; and, in fhort, a Con- 
firm’d Pox enfu’d, of which fhe was cured 
by, a ftrong Salivation, 

\ Altho’ I haye handled the chief Symp- 
toms of this Difeafe already; yet, becaufe 
it is of great Moment, and concerns very 
many nightly no. autingmalh the firft Onfets 
of this dreadful Enemy ; left, as it often 
happens, it fo much more furely demolifli 
us, as it lurks unknown within us; Where- 
fore, I {hall paint it in its native Colours, 
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by fhewing its deftruétive Signs; which will 
sive every one a clear Light into their Cons 
dition: But’ I fhall here only take Notice 
of a recent Lines, that People may betake 
themfelves to a prudent 'Phyfician in due 
time; for as to an old Confirm’d Pox, every 
common Perfon may know’ its but eon 
knows it is often too late to apply to a Phys 
fician when it'comes to betray itfelf in fo 
manifeft and open a Manner. PAO 
Whoever then has had to do with an ims 
pure ‘Proftitute, if this Humeur’ has feiz’d 
upoh the- Internal Parts of the Body, it will 
be known preferitly bya fudden Lafiitude 
and Wearinefs all: over the Perfon; which 
continues fome Days after ‘Copulation’ 
moreover, & wandring and- jerking Pain 
runs thro’ the Interftices. of the: Joints, 
and which is often perceived in’ the very 
Bones ; a Heavinels of the Head, a fudden 
Sadnefs without any evident Caufe; as alfo 
4 Drowfinefs more than common,’ tho’ ac 
‘the fame time an interrupted: Rett, do all 
fhéew'a Seizures which Symptoms agree 
pretty exaGtly to Truth, and -which we ean 
derive from ‘no ‘other Caufe, prefappofing 
an impure Commerce, more fitly than from 
this. But altho’ no iid etl Go deol ‘or 
‘Clap Mnould enfue, To far isthe Patient from 
‘being fecure, that more Danger isto bg 
fear’d, as have all along ‘hinted; for now 
ig the 
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the acrimonious Steam has fo far congeal’d 
the Juices, that they can’t throw off the 
Virus, and has therefore’ penetrated into thé 
moft private Receffes of the Body; that 
unlefs it be maturely thrown out, it will 
break forth fo as to make them moft horri- 
ble Spectacles ; not without Blotches and 
rotten Bones all over them, an entire De« 
ftruction of fome of the Parts; and at length, 
Lofs of Life in a moft miferable Manner. 

Thefe Admonitions therefore concerti 
very many, who believe themfelves fecure 
from Infection, for never having had a Clap, 
altho’ they feel the fore-mention’d Symp- 
toms, which they too confidently afcribe 
to other Caufes; namely, to a fimple De- 
fluxion of a certain Humour into the Parts 
affected with Pain, or fome other feigned 
Caufe ; and fo hinder’d by a Clownifh Shame 
or Avarice, calling in no Phyfician to their 
Affiftance, the Evil is fuffer’d to take deeper 
Root, and to grow up to their Deftru@ion, 
which is not to be eradicated without great 
Expences to themfelves, and Endeavours of 
the Phyfician. 

However, you may diftinguifh between a 
Pain arifing from a Defluxion, and from a 
Venereal Caufe, by the following Tokens ; 
becaufe, this torments the Parts between 
the Joints; fecondly, becaufe this at once 
{eizes on the Head and Breaftypbut that only 

one 
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one of them at once; thirdly} becaufe this 
rages moft in the Night-time, and refts as it 
were a Days; but that is more violent a- 
Days, and more remifs a-Nights, and fel- 
dom or never infefts them all Night. 

_ But if a Gonorrhea or Clap, as-moftly it 
does, enfue thefe and the former Symptoms, 


_ we muft obferve, that the Cure of this Go- 


norrbea will not be fufficient; for as fuch 
Signs do plainly convince us, that the Blood 


_ As tainted, and that this Humour is alfo lodged 


within us; any Attempt to cure the Go- 
norrhea alone will certainly fall fhort ;'and 
if we leave the Matter undifcharged, we 
have cured the Clap to.a fine purpofe, fince 


we have deceiv’d the Patient into a danger- 


ous Security.. Wherefore, my Readers will 
readily conceive the Impoftures put upon 
them by Pretendérs in every Corner ;. thefe 


Cheats are gilded with Safety, Eafe, Prompt- 


nels of Cure, with two or three Do/es, and 
the like, whilft their Pockets are emptied, 
and their, Bodies over-charged with Viru- 
Jency ; which, at laft, with Repentance, as 
well as Gharge, they are glad to -have-ex- 
pell’d. Among the arch Impoftors, I efteem 
the Author of Evonania; he Preaches and 
Preys, joins Sermons to: Quack Bills, cafts 
up his Eyes to Heaven, and picks your 
Pocket ; advifes you to be a Saint, but hopes 
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you won't; fells Sermons, Tobacco, Sugar- 
Plums, Necklaces, Pills, Bolus’s, Syringes, 
\ Injections, Specificks, Gout Stones, Tiff, Ca- 
nary Birds; and, \ believe, Buckles, Knives, 
and Sciffars ; you may be completely Pox’d 
for the Price of One Guinea, which is cheap 
enough. Were it not a Charity I have for 
deluded People, it is my Intereft to be filent — 
on this Head, becaufe I have feveral daily 
applying to me, who fuffer under thefe 
horrid: Delufions. | Bes 
I begin to hope, however, that a juft 
Treatment of fuch Pretenders will at laft 
begin to have a good Effe& upon the Minds 
of deluded Patients; and what makes me 
believe it, is the Monthly Change, like the 
Moon, of their new Cheats, which we fee 
or hear of daily broach’d, as if the World 
were found to grow fick 8f their filly and 
ignorant Productions: A glaring Inftance 
of this Loathing of their Collufions, is, 
that we fee them obliged to draw the Eyes’ 
of the People, by having given Accounts of 
terrible Eclipfes of the Moon; as if a Cloud, 
fpreading itfelf over the Sun, ought to ftrike 
Terror into the World: A Subje& fit to 
frighten Children, .is to be made the Terror 
of Mankind; but then a Catalogue of 
Cures, or Medicines to be had, Gc. is the 
Bill of Fare aim'd at. ‘There would be no 
WO’ Accounts 
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Accounts given of Eclipfes, either of the Sun 
or Moon, if. there were no Medicines to be, 
fold, or a Catalogue where they are to be 
had. All this, I fay, proves at how low an 
Ebb their Arcana begin to be ; and upen 
Enquiry at the Places where they are to be 
fold, I find my Surmifes to be true; the 
Venders beginning to complain of a great 
Decay of Trade. As TI have lent my help- 
ing Hand to pull down thefe Frauds, I 
hope I may find others of Skill to encourage 
the Work. ° ! : 

Indeed, if Claps were always Local, as 
thefe vile Creatures will fuppofe, flight Cures 
would ferve the Turn; but God knows this 
Suppofition is grofly falfe for the moft part ; 
and who is he, who is not fecure, that would 
_ truft to fo dangerous a Chance? If it be 
not Local, thefe aftringing Injeétions dam 
up the Humour; and if it does not luckily 
fhew itfelf in a Bubo, or fome fuch Im- 
poftume, you are infallibly Pox’d. And 
what Phyfician is he who will affure you 
"tis Local? None in his right Senfes furely ; 
the Faculty are wifer and honefter : There- 
fore nothing but Folly, Affurance, and Ava- 
rice, are the true Foundation of thefe Pub- 
lications; as ‘volenti non fit injuria, feek 
your Remedy at Law, who bid you truft 
fuch Cheats? Your ai are the eae 
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of your own Credulity : But we may be 
tolerably fatisfied in our Conje&tures by the 
following Symptoms; namely, in a ‘Local 
Diforder, the Part affeéted is the main Com- 
plaint ; for they perform all other Functions 
of Life with Eafe ; they fleep, they eat, they 
are without Pain, they are well. colour’d, 
they are plump, chearful, aGive and fpright-_ 
ly: But on the contrary, if the Dijfeafe be 
Malignant, the Humours are. corrupted ; 
they grow heavy in their Limbs, grow 
drowfy and unacttive, their Stomachs fail 
gradually off, their Nights become uneafy ; 
upon Motion or Exercife, they breathe fhort, 
Pains infeft their Joints and Membranes, 
their Colour fades, they grow thirfty in Pro- 
portion as'their Blood grows corrupted and 
fanious; and, in fhort, they neither digeft 
their Victuals, nor does their Blood circu- 
late, nor have they the Life and Spirits as 

ufual, | 
Some Phyficians of Note fufpe& either 
fomewhat of the Scurvy in all Difeafes 
Northwards, or of the Pox; which I am 
not at leifure to difcourfe of here; fince it 
is enough to explain in a few Words, how 
great an Affinity there is between thefe two 
Diftempers, left the Ignorance of the Dif- 
ference fhould lead any one into an Error : 
Altho’ there may be no grand Advantage 
: arifing 
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arifing from this DiftinG&ion, fave that the 
Degree may differ ; for I am not the only 
Man who believes the Cure of a Scurvy and 
a Pox differs but little. And firft, as to 
what concerns the Caufe of a Scurvy, I 
efteem a four Phlegmatick Humour, which is 
grofs and unadtive at firft, to be its Origine ; 
and there is yet a greater Relation between 
the Scurvy and the Pox, if we confider that 
each produces Exulcerations, Atrophy’s, 
Diarrhoea’s, Wandring Gouts, Heavinefs of 
the Head, a Stupor and Contraétion of the 
Limbs, and fuch like; as alfo Tophi, Scir- 
rhus’s, and the like; whether both Difeafes 
may fometimes be conjoin’d, or whether 
the one may be converted into the other, 
as moft believe ; for we know it very ufual 
for Perfons, not throughly cured: of the 
Pox, to become Scorbutical for the Re- 
mainder of their Days, and who are never 
fet right, but when Regard is had to the 
original Caufe: That is, the great Degree 
of Acrimony, which would have rotted the 
Bones, being evacuated and correéted only 
in Part, it never rears its Head fo high as 
to difable thems but however ftill fome- 
what of the old Leaven lurks, and occafions 
Pains, Stiffneffes, Spots, and in fhort a 

Bist which is beft cured by Antivene- 
rea Se 
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* Upon another Account the Scurvy re- 
fembles a Pox, becaufe it raifes Pains raging 
chiefly in the Night-time; as alfo Ulcers, 
which are malignant and dry, andTubercles, 
OEdematous Tumors, and fometimes Rot- 
tennefs of Bones; fo that it can hardly be 
diftinguifh’d from a Pox ; but that it neither 
took its Rife from immediate nor impure 
Embraces. However, you will eafily dif- 
cover the one from the other in the follow- 
ing manner ;.in Scorbuticks the Gums are 
eaten and wafted, and Blood farts from 
them; the Teeth grow loofe and black, 
their Knees tremble with Weaknefs, their 
Breaths fmell, their Legs are befet with - 
black and blue Spots, which Perfons pox’d 
are feldom troubled with, unlefs they be 
alfo Scorbutical. | 
Having treated of the Pox as largely as — 
the Compafs I aim at will allow me, ’tis 
high time to give our Judgment on the Dan- 
ger of a Confirm’d one, as well as the lefs 
advanced. | 
“While the Diftemper is barely Local, which 
however, as isfaid, 1s not eafy to diftinguifh, 
it yields eafily even to Externals ; for as 
Bites of venomous Creatures, whether Ser- 
pents, Scorpions, or Dogs, if taken Care 
of at firft, are cured by External Remedies; 
namely, Scarifications, Fomentations, Li- 
10g : gatures, 
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gatures, and the like; fo the firft Degrees 
of Poxes are eafily and fafely remediable. 
But when the Diftemper is advanced to 
the Degree we now treat of; we entertain 


very different Thoughts ; tis a frightful - 


Malady, and requires the Phyfician’s Care; 
and the Patient’s Application in good earneft. 
Hoarfeneffes, which are lafting, are very fuf- 
picious,. becaufe they arife from Secretions 
of acrimonious Humidities into the Lungs; 
which feldom fail of introducing fatal Cons 
fumptions. Leannefs is a Sign of great 
Acrimony in the Humours, fhaving off 
the Nutritious Juices, and conveying them 
by Urine too plentifully ; fo that the Exs 
pence becomes greater than the Repairs. 
Ulcers denote Acrimony ; Thrufhes betray 
Caries of the Bones; Fiftula’s are hard) to 
be cured in Common Cafes, but more difs 
ficult in Pocky ones. Intolerable and Contis 
nual Head-Achs denote a Rottennefs of the 
Bones ; Internal Ulcers are incurable; Nodes 
and. Exoflofes are curable by Salivation ons 
ly ; Night Pains are hard to be alleviated, 
but are cured by Salvation moft effe&ual- 
ly: Rotten Bones are only cured by extirs 
pating them, whether by Cauteries potential 
or actual, or Inftruments.’ One thing ‘is 
worth Remark, concerning Carious Bones 3 
namely, that Sakvations will not cure 

, ~ them ; 
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them } they prevent others; or thé Res 
mainder of any Bone falling into the fame 
Condition ; which they effeét in the follow- 
ing manner; the Difcharge of the Pocky, 
* Virulent, Acrimonious, Corroding Hu- . 
mour, makes the Blood, refting in the 
Veins, more Balfamick ; fo that it can’t gnaw 
and pervert the Bones into Corruption ; 
and therefore the Corruption or Rottennefs 
of the Remainder is prevented; but what 
the Humour has already fpoil’d, muft be 
taken away. : 
Having’ with Brevity and Perfpicuicy 
difcourfed on the whole Compafs of Pre- 
judices receiv’d by Venery, it now remains 
that I enter upon the Cure of the Grand 
Malady, the Pox, to which Claps and Bu- 
boes are introduétory : And as by a Confirm’d 
Pox is underftood a Colle&ion of Symp- 
toms arifing or recoiling from the Taint of 
the Blood, however receiv’ds it may from 
hence follow, that even a Clap itfelf is fome- 
times a Symptom of this Diftemper, as 
furely as the Pox is a Confequence of it. 
An Inftance of this kind I lately met 
with in Pra@tice : A Gentlewoman was in- 
jured by her Husband, and deliver’d up to 
the Pretenders to be cured of a Clap, which 
they did after their Manner: She complain’d 
of Diforders about her for for four or five 
tits ; Years 3 
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Years; which deceived fome noted Praé&i= 
tioners into a Belief, that fhe labour’d un- 
der Hyftericks; but at the Expiration of 
that Time, a frefh Clap broke out wich all 
its virulent Symptoms, and which would 
not yield to any Remedy, but the laft, I 
mean a Salivation, which, as it advanced, 
the Symptoms gradually difappear’d, and 
the Gentlewoman now enjoys a perfect 
State of Health. We eafily guefs’d this — 
Clap from the Pox, by reafon of the Pains, 
Paintings, and ill State of Health fhe la- 
bour’d under. 

Be this how it may, our Method of Cure 
muft be fitted to the Degree of Infcéion ; 
and as that runs very high, it is neceffary 
to have Recourfe to Salivations,’as the 
greateft Remedy we have to contraft with 
Poxes: And I think I may juftly affirm, 
that fome later Phyficians, who exclaim a- 
gainft this Method as ufelefs, dangerous, 
and prejudicial, have never had much Ex- 
perience to back their Affertions: But as 
I lately wrote a Pamphlet in its Vindica- 
tion, ¢ 1 fhall wave its farther Defence 
here, and referr my Readers to that Piece, 


+ The Pratlice of Salivating Vindicated, in Anfwer to. 
Dr. Willoughby’s Tranflation of Aonfeur Chicoyneau’s 

Pamphlet again, Mercurial Salivations, Ge; 
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hereunto annex’d, for their SatisfaGion, if 
any Doubts remain upon them. 

I fay then, that Poxes are cured by eva- 
cuating the depraved Juices, correcting the 
Reliques, and by eafing the Symptoms. I 
would not be underftood to advife the high- 
eft Difcharge for the loweft Degree of a 
Pox, unlefs for Politick Views, which in ~ 
_themfelves are honeftly intended: For Ex-» 
ample, a Patient of a Salacious Conftitu- 
tion applies for a Cure of a Low Degree*of 
the Pox, accompanied with a Clap; he 
{fins on, and with impure Creatures, and 
yet expeéts his Phyfician or Surgeon fhall 
cure him at an eafy Expence, and will even 
reproach his Friend, if he does not cure him 
cheap and quickly. As unreafonable a Sup- 
pofition as this feems to be, it is a fevere 
Truth, and often met with in Pradtice: 
What then has the Phyfician to do, but to 
throw fuch a Patient into a gentle Saliva- 
tion: This cures him at once, and prevents - 
the Deceit. . 

I fay then, that Difcharges are of dif- 
ferent Kinds, according to the Degrees, and 
here the utmoft Judgment and Experience 
are required; we muft then either Vomit, 
Purge, Sweat, Provoke Urine, or Salivate. I

is our Bufinefs to dilute the Blood for a - 
Weck before with Broths and Soups, and 
foftening Food; to bathe them every ‘Day 
in a warm Bath with Herbs, Gc. to give

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them a gentle Emetick ; as alfo a little Phy- 
fick, to clear the firft Paffages from the 
grofs Humours adhering to them; after 
which, we begin to adminifter Mercurials 
to Salivate them. :

three Pints, or two Quarts, in twenty four 
| Hours, 
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-Hours. The Patient is kept warm either 
in Bed or by the Fire-fide, as his Strength 
will aliow, and eats Broth, potch’d Eggs, 
Caudle, Panada, and fuch things as are Li- 
quid, all the time of the Salivation, which 
we fuffer to run for fifteen, twenty, or 
thirty Days, according as the Patient's 
Strength holds out, or the Degree of the 
Diftemper requires: If it flags before it 
fhould, we give now and then a Dofe or a 
Rub ox two to keep it up, till we judge the 
Humours are carry’d off; and however, we 
never think of carrying it off, till the pri- 
mary Symptoms are vanifh’d ; that is, till

give Phyfick, Glyfters, and Flores Sulphuris, 
internally to check its Violence ; for a Mean 
is the fureft, fince too little won’t anfwer, 

and too much may deftroy. | 
And when we have made them fpit long 
enough, we carry it off in the fame man- 
ner as we abate its Height : After which, 
we give the Decoétion of the Woods, both 
to dilute the Fluids, and correé the re- 
maining Acids, which may yet reft in the 
Blood and Capillaries; and then we difmifs 
our Patients, as J think it high time for me

fomewhere, it will endanger a Rupture 
of the Capillary Veflels, and put the 
Body under a very ill State, if it lodges 
within us for any time ; fo that Con- 
fequences which may not appear for 
Years after, are to be dreaded from 
- this uncommon Load: As | often meet 
with this Cafe in the Courfe of my 
Practice, I never wonder at the Events, 
when 1 am told how much Mercur 
they have taken, and how {mall Pre- 
vifion has been made for expelling it. 

From hence it is. that ‘Pais are often 
-obferv’d near fome Bones, either be 
caufe the Mercury lodges there, or b& 
caufe.it is converted into a-Corrofive 
Subftance from the mixture with fome 
fharp and diffolving Salts it meets 
-with in the Courie of the Circulation, 
‘and. fixes upon. an Extreme. Part. 
From hence happen Apoplexies,which 
-arife, from no other Caufe than. the 
Weight of the Mercury having broke 
the tender Veflels of the Brain, and 
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caufing a full Stop to the Blood ‘in 
that Part, as appears upon Diffections. 
‘From hence come Palfies, which only 
differ from Apoplexies in degrees, and 
areas furely deriv’d from the Weight 
of the Mercury, or its being turn’d 
obftructive: Hence Affhma’s: of the 
worft kind, from the Lungs obftruted » 
in their Chanels, from the Blood be- 
ing become a Coagulum, from- the 
Salt’s joining in with the Mercury, 
and coagulating it as does Sublimaté. 
Hence Deliriums, from the Mercury’s 
Weight driving the Blood and Spirits { 
furioufly'on, and caufing an irregular 
Tnflux and Diftribution. Hence Deaf- 
ne/s, from the Nerves being broke a- 
funder or obftructed ; and hence Death 
from the fame Caufes fubfifting in'an | 
Antenfe Degree. The other Symptoms 
left unmention’d, are Swellings in the’ 
Throat and Face, Suffocations, ¢. a- 
rife from a Plenitude rais’d by the 
Mercury. Now as Mercury ads by its 
Weight, and by its acquer’d Properties, 
, 7 whe- 
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whether by ‘turning Aftringent, ot 
(what is worfe) by turning Corrofive, 
the Danger arifng upon the: Ufe of 
It, muft be pretty certain 3" afd in 
fact, few take it from indifcreet Hands 
without’ a fenfible Prejudice, ‘which is 
_ either fudden or flow, according ‘to 
' the Difpofition of the Perfon in whom 
it lodges: Thus far is certainpand I 
_ remember fome (perfectly found ‘and 
free from all Sufpicion of the Venereal 
—Difeafe) who, upon taking a Merci 
vial Purge, which had not its proper 
_ Effect by reafon of Cold caught upon 
taking, got a Pain upona Bone, which 
never left the Part tili that Spot was 
turn’d Cariows, and was recover’d by 
j opening. 1 with this were the only 
‘Inftance I could mention on this fcore, 
3 but we meet with deplorable Cafeg 
j daily, which fpring from the fame 
} Fountain. 
} So that ‘to endeavour to fix a dan- 
Wgerous Praftice, as a Standard to the 
World, is aiming st a si we : 
¢ av 
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of the Unwary.. [think I need not 
fear either the Phyficians or the Sur- 
geons giving in to this Pra€tice, they 
are better appriz’d of the Effects of 
Mercury, than: need to inform them ; 
but as the World 1s curious, they will 
be peeping into the Difputes amongft 


us ; and as People are apt to follow . 


the fhorteft and eafieft Methods, when 
they are recommended as the fafeft, 


I write this for no other end than to. 
undeceive them, that they may not 


fay too dear for following Novelties, 
If we fhould run into this Method, 
the Hofpitals would be fill’d with Blind 
and Lame, and fuch Objeéts as would 
perhaps puzzle the Phyfictans and 
Surgeons attending them, how to be- 
gin to relieve them. The beft Rea- 
fon which can be given for fuch a 


Pradtice, would be, that it would rid) 


our Parifhes of their Burthens, by 


leflening the Poors Lax ; but alas, | 


what a Scene of Deftruction fhould 
we be. Spectators of ! | Sik 
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So that, Sir, if our Englifh Tra- 
vellers have no other Views in repair- 
ing to Montpellier, than to be rubbed

and take up with Confinement ; two 
or three hundred Pounds given for 


» thefe Favours is fuch bon Marchée as 


we generally have from the French ; 
and then their Practice (as well as 
their Goods) ought to be reckon’d 
Contraband. But 1 fear you miftake 
the Grounds of our Travelling thi- 


_ ther, and you muft give me Leave 
to undeceive you on this Point ; Jam 


forry to find you fo little acquainted 
with Phyfick, as to give the World 
no better Reafon for our Journeys to 


that diftant Climate. 


You muft know then that Montpel- 
lier ftands in a fine Soil, high, dry, 
and wholfome ; the Air 1s ferene and 
warm, fo that Perfons’ repair thither 
more for the Air than Phyfick : For 
as in Confumptions that are advan- 
cing, catching Cold frequently is one 
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main Reafon why their Lungs take 
large fteps towards an Lllcer, fo chan- 
ging the Climate in the Winter feafon 
fer a warmer, prevents. thefe Colds, 
almoft unavoidable with us. So that, 
good Sir, you are much. out of your 
Conjectures, when you advife us to _ 
travel for what we fucceed much bet- 
ter in than the French do. | 
It is a good Jeft to trumpet the © 
French Phyticians for our Patterns; — 
their Fees are no better than thofe we 
sive to our Farriers, and the Pains | 
they take for them gives them no Lei- 
fure to improve after they leave the 
Schools : So that Empzrzcifm in good 
earneft is for the moft part the Cha- 
raclerifieck of a French Phyfician, and — 
al n'y a rien de meiheur fous lV Echappe 
du. cigl, —-——_is the Fxconmum they 
give all their Remedies: And fuch as 
have of late taken fhelter under their | 
Wings, have done it: out of politick | 
Views only: For. Mankind, fays a

Flattery becoming mutual, may with 
weak Folks be taken for good Rea: 
foning. : 

If | take the Affair in a juft Light, 
the Cure ought to be proportion’d to 
the degree of the Difeafe: And fure- 
ly Reafon'and Experience bear me 
witneis in. this point, what Pains, 
what Integrity is there not requir’d 
ina Phyfician, to find bow i Patients 
are, that we may exactly hit the 
Mark: To level below it, is Delay ; 
to aim above it, is. Danger ; to aim 
. Fight, requires Judgment, which di- 
rected by Honefty, makes up the com- 
pleat Charatter of a Phyfician: And 
as it. is impoflible for every Degree 
of this Difeafe to. yield even to a Sa- 
livation it felf, fo the fmaller Degrees 
will yield to.yet a lefs dangerous 
Method. than Friction. Moreover; 
in former. days a Salivation’ was a 
terrible Operation, and it is my Sur- 
prize it ever gain’d ground, as they 
, pers 
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perform’d it; for, Who wou’d now 
confent to lie Weeks together with 
his Tongue fo fwell’d, as not to be

~~ fe& of Mercury was in. its Infancy, 
' and there was not then found out - 


an eafier Method, and as Death was 
preferable to their odious Condition, 
People were contented to enter upon 
any Meafures, tho’ never fo dubious, 
for their Recovery or Death ; where- 
as now-a-days we are appriz’d of all 
the neceflary Cautions to prevent Dan- 
ger. And methinks, if Perfons may 
be allow’d, in-a warm Seéafon, under 
a gentle Spit, to go abroad upon their 
7 | necel+ 
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neceflary Occafions, as fometimes they 
may, it may be concluded’ we have 
brought Salivations to fuch a Perfeét- 
on, that perhaps Future Ages will 
niot be able to make any Amendment 
to them; and fince two Gentle Sali- 
vations’ will~ effectually anfwer the 
- Ends of a Stronger, as two Purging 
Bouts’ do thofe‘of a ftronger Dofe, — 
fo halving it, makes the Cure. much 
eafier, arid lefS terrible ‘to: the Difea- 
fed. wi & 
The Spitting therefore being ren- 

derd ‘by Experience thus eafie,’ and 
fo fafe, that the Blame muft lie in the 
Phyfictan-or Surgeon if any Ill befals 

~ the Patients, 1 exclude Ldtofyncrafies 5 
Why is a Diflwafive wrote againft 
Salivations ? No, fays the Writer, it 
isnot only permczous, but ieffeciual ; 
‘the Difeafe often remains Uncured af- 
ter aSalivation: I have prov’d the 
little Danger there is in this Opera+ 
tion, it remains to be prov’d why it 
is Inefedual fometimes. | 


Methinks 


-. Methinks it. wou’d be a wrong 
Deduétion to reject Bliftering in Fee 
vers or Apoplexies, becaufe notwith- 
Randing this Application many Pere. 
fons die: And becaufe fome Poxes 
are Incurable, it can. never bea fair 
Conclufion againft a Salivation, be  , 
caufe thofe die after it, who not be- 
ing cured by it, can never be fet at 
rights by any other Method. 


_.._Andeed it often happens that we dare 
not carry the Salivation any higher, 
or continue it longer, by reafony of 
Weaknefs, when the Difeafe requires 
its Continuance ; and /to fupply this 
Defect, giving Mercurials internally, | 
or ufing them externally -with proper 
Caution, is. an,approvd Praétice, 
and muft. ftand in the Account for 
as much in value as it may ;. but 
then it ought to be confider’d, that 
this is look’d: upon barely as a Sup- 
ply toa better and more effectual 
| oo Method. 


Methiod, vibioust isfound Inconvenient 
by reafon of Weaknefs only: Weak 
Perfons may be properly faid. to la- 
bour under the ftrongeft Difeafes, 
their Strength don’t admit of com- 
pleat Cures, and we muft cure them 
as we can, and not as we: wou'd ; 

but nothing more can be concluded 
from this Management, than that 
FriGtion and the. internal Ufe of Mer- 
cury isa part of the Effects of that 
Drug ; and if a part is greater than 
the whole, #ucld and all Common 
Sente 1 is baffled. 


To convince the World that Fridlion 
is only a part of thefe Effects, we 
muft confider, that however Mercury 
enters, it bieake and divides the 
Points of the corroding Salts lode’d 
‘in the Blood ; and the more the Blood 
is loaded sich it, ‘the more thefe 
Points will be broken by it: If then 
our Juices are plentifully impregnated 
~with Mercurial eee they Pipake 

to 


to themfelves a paffage through thé 
Glands, and are carried off by them 
along with whatever is offenfive to 
the Blood. Now, a Salivation is the 
full Effet of Mercury, which it does 
not arrive at, till it hath firft broken 
and blunted all the empoifon’d Juices. 
Who is he then that denies Fri¢tion 
and Salivation to differ in Degrees on- 
ly? and, Who ts he that will allow 
FriGtion, which is plainly a part, to 
be more’ effeCtual than Salivation, 
which is plainly the whole ? 


Again ; 1f Mercurials be dangerous 
in any Difeafe, they muft be more fo 
in Friction than in a Salivation, be- 
caufe, in the latter Cafe, their ftay in 
the Blood is prevented by the Evacua- 
tion, whereas in the former its Reten- 
tion is labour’d at; fo that Friction © 
occafions a greater Hazard, and Sali- 
vation Cures a greater Evil. 


From 
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From thefe Inftances it appears, that 
Salivations do all, and more than Fri- 
tions can do, but that Fri¢tions do 
more Harm, and lefs Good. 


_ Chicoynean then may properly be 

faid to have prov'd Friction ufeful, 
and that we knew before from Ballou 
and others, but has by no means con- 
vine’d the World that Salivations are 
ufelefs, becaufe (as I have already 
faid ) Fri€tion is only part of a Sali- 
vation, as your Motto isonly part of an 
Aphor ifm, for Avoy d% (aluaAoy) syprayor, — 
that is, you take part of Aiippocrates’s 
Aphoritm, which fays, Spstteng which 
does not cafe the Pain 1s bad, he 
follows, but that which does « Ufeful ; 
therefore Salivation is ufeful. I make 
this Aphorifm, you fee Sir, ferve my 
turn, as you have fitted it to yours, 
But, without a Jeft, Heppocrates knew 
as little of a Salivation as you do; 
fo that it ferves neither of us, and any 
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Old Woman cou’d:have told: us, that 
what does: good, is good, and wcé 
ver aco T tud 7 

Your Argument’ may be, well ap- 
‘ ply’d to the abufe of Salivations, and 
here’ you “have no Adverfary as I 
know. of : Gob knows it is too 
fure that weak People are deceiv’d 
by the Ignorant,’ and here the Blind 
lead the Bld ; but to make. the Pro- 
fefiors accountable for the Blunders of 
thefe Mifcreants, 1s begging the Que- 
fiion;and in that view. you:have ~ 
affronted Mr. Chefelden in your De. . 
dication,.as much as the Lzthotomus 
Castratus bas done in his Satyr upon 
him, and.as few muft approve of the 
latter as the former. | 


For my part, I. believe fome that 
practife, Salivations. are as apt to run 
too high in favour of them, as Chicoy- 
neau does in favour of Frictions; a 
Medicine can’t be ufeful. for fome 
: Difeafe, 
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Difeafe, ‘but it is prefently extoll’d for 
all; but this neither agrees with 
. Pradhice nor: good: Senfe,: this has dif 
graced many-a good Method. » So it 
fared withthe Cold Bath ; it was ufed 
in‘all Cafes; but the Succefs: not an- 
f{wering, | it» was'debafed again; vand 
left now to the Difcretion’ of the 
Knowing. ‘Let us therefore not grow 
fo| fond of ahy Method as t6 bleed all, 
vornit all) or falivate all, becaufe we 
have > conceiv'd a good Opinion of 
thefe Operations ; the: Confequence . 
may prove fatal both to Patients. and 
Doctors, as we have feen in our 
Time. I place my felf in a middlé 
Way, and am only for approving of 
Salivations where I know them ufe- 
_ For example : To what purpofé 
would. it be for me to advife a Pa- 
tient, rotten every where, to be fa- 
livated? Mercury can never reftore 
Carious Bones, they mutt exfoliate ; 
and where Patients have no Bone 
| te "found, 
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found, (and particularly where the 
Jundtures are Carious) nothing can 
be done by a Salivation: To advife 
it, and put it in practice in this Cafe, 
is bringing a Difgrace upon the Me- 
thod ; but furely Friction would not 
anfwer here! it wou'd be too tedi- _ 
ous to attempt a Book of Cautions in 
a Pamphlet fo fhort as I intend this 
to be: Only, in general, let us be 
wary, and keep within Bounds ; let 
not Encomiums pafs for Virtues; let | 
us fay how far any Method may ex- 
tend, but let us ftretch it no farther | 
than Truth bears us out in the Af 
fertion. | 


I hope 1 have fatisfied you, Sir, 
about the Safety of Salivations, about | 
the True and Gennine Effects of them, | 
and the Degrees of InfeCtion, with 
its Remedies in general, for nothing 
further can be expected in thefe few 
Sheets: I fhall now defcend to An- 
{wer Monfieur Chicoynegu’s Objections 
againft 


ey 
againft Salivations, and to give him 
fome few farther Objections againft 
Friction, and fhall conclude with Cures 
perform’d by Salivations, which wou’d 
not yield to the Ufe of Mercury as an 
Alterant. 


Your Author frames to himfelf an 
Imaginary Objection, and then begs 
the Queftion ; Who aflerts the Quan- 
tity of Saliva evacuated, and its nau- 
feous Smell, to retain only to the tain- 
ted, but Chicoyneau ? We ought not 
to flux for other Difeafes, if this were 
the Occafion of the Smell: But there 
are many Difeafes for which Patients 
may be flux’d with great advantage, 
and the Smell is occafion’d by reafon 
of the volatile Acids and Sulphurs in 
the Blood, thrown ont in fuch great 
quantities ; the corroding Quality be- 
trays the firft, and the Smell the lat- 
ter. How Mercury, and no other 
Drug, falivates, 1 mutt confefs, is 
myfterious; but as Evacuations are 

the 
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the Effects of Irritation, and the Quan: 
tity a Confequence of the. FulneS : 
°Tis enough, in this Sketch, to fix 
the Salivating Quality upon  thefe 
Foundations ; and tho 


the Smell be ” 
no Argument for the Virulency, it is 


however a fufficient one for the eva- — 


cuating of Humours, of what kind | 


foever; and as the Virulency is what 
we defign to expel, we have our aim 
by a Salivation: Whoever prefcribes 
a Purgative to a Sound Perfon, will 
experience that it will work as well 
as if the Patient were of an ill Habit 
of Body ; but then the Humours (or 
rather the Juices) evacuated not be- 
ing morbid, you bring the Perfon to 
be a Patient ; whereas giving Phyfick 
properly, when you perceive the Pa- 
tient to have his Blood loaded with 
a ftock of Humours, whofe ftay in 
the Blood is dangerous, you do then 
evacuate thofe Humours with advan- 
tage. Wherefore Monfieur Chicoyneau 
‘has no Adverfary in what he advances 
3 onl 
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on this Head, but fuch as he frames 
to himfelf. 


Secondly, He obje&ts, That fuch As 
have been flux’d do oftiin break out 
again, and therefore this Evacuation 
is of no ufe. So it often fares with 

' Friétion, therefore Frition ‘is ufelefs 
-alfo. It is hardly poflible to deter- 
mine the Quantity of Virulency in 
Bodies, at leaft to a Mathematical 
nicenefs ; and if a ftronger Cure 
leaves any Poifon behind it, furely a 
weaker muft alfo fail : Fo: as Fricti- 
on without Salivation, and Frition 
with it, are but Degrees of the fame 
Method, it muft follow that what 

will break the Points of the Poifon, 
and alfo carry it off, muft bid fairer 
for a Cure than one of thefe Effeéts 
can alone. 


The Third ObjeGtion is concluded — 
with a precarious Query, and tho’ it 
deferves no Anfwer, yet becaufe I 

P - wou'd 
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wou'd not be thought to fhuffle it 
off, left others may believe there is 
foie Shew of Reafon in it; | fay 
then, the réafon why Symptoms abate. 
before a Salivation rifles, is, becanfé 
the Poifon.is blunted by the Mercury. 
There is no Doubt but the Mercury 
wou'd have the defir’d Effet without 
Fluxing, if we cou’d only find a way 
to bop the Vefiels, for that you know, 
Sir, wou'd ftrengthen them, and there 
woud be no Danger then of their 
holding a fufficient quantity of Mer- 
eury without burfting ; which Inven- 
tion I leave to Mont. Chicoyneau, or 
your felf; to have a Patent for, when 
Communicated. 


The Fourth ObjeCtion is nearly the 
fame with the fecond, and may be. 
granted, becaufe Salivations are not 
Charms; they may fail fometimes, 
but if that Method won’t fucceed, 
there is none left behind, but what 
will fail alfo « However, it muft be 
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obferv’d, that {mall Remains are not 
. fafficient Grounds for another Saliva~ 
tion, it is enough we ule the Mercury 
for them as an Alterant ; as when we 
have carry’d off a load of Humours 
by Purgatives, it is our Bufinefs to | 
tack about and deftroy the Remain- 
der by Alteratives. Here I fuppofe 
Purgatives to be two-edged, as ge 
nerally they ought to be; for what+ 
ever purging Medicine is adminifter’d, 
ought to irritate, and to be alfo a- 
dapted to the Genius of the Humour 
as an Alterant: When the evacuating 
Property can be no further allow’d of, 
its Alterative is all we can make ufe 
of ; fo it fares with Mercury. 


- As to the Fifth ObjeGtion, I anfwe:; 
we adminifter Mercurials internally, 
and rub them in externally, guard- 
ing again{t a Salivation, becaufe the 
Strength of the Patients will bear no 
further Evacuation ; happy if they 
could! for then the Cure would:be 
| ae more 
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more fure: In lieu therefore of a 
large Salivation, we take Refuge in a 
bare Chance, that is, in Alterants : 
And this is confonant to good Senfe, 
becaufe, fhould we evacuate beyond 
their Strength, we make them pur- 
chafe a Falfe Cure at the Ex-. 
pence of their Lives. Let us draw 
Comparifons from other Difeafes , 
where larger Evacuations are ne- 
eeflary for the Eradication of a Dif- 
order, than can be born by the Sick + 
For Example, if a weak Perfon labours 
under a Pleurify, which is ftrongly 
_ fixed upon the Pleura and adjacent 
Parts, and which endangers a Gan- 
grene 3 the Difeafe would require 
Jarge Evacuation, but the Strength 
won't bear'them ; what is the main 
Remedy then is impeded by. the 
want of Spirits; we are therefore 
forced to-take Refuge in Deobjtruents 
only, But, to come nearer to our 
purpofe, fuppofe then a Patient fick 
ofa Fever, and being much exhaufted 


by 
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by the Continuance of it, at length 
a Crifis fucceeds by Stools 3 every 
Stool eafes and abates the Fever, but 
leflens the Strength ; fo that what | 
with the preceding Fever, and what 
with Evacuations, the Patient dies, if 
they go forward ; ; and yet can’t Te- 


’ cover without their Continuance : 


What is to be done, but to take our 
Chance in a Jefs fure way, that is, 
in Alterants and Evacuants lefs dan- 
gerous? You fee, Sir, the moft Etfe- 
ual Method is often poftponed ; 
not becaufe it wou'd fail, but becaufe 
it becomes lefs fafe refpettively. 


And thus I am led to your Sixth 
Objection ; to wit, its being diflik’d 
and not practis’d 1 in weak Perfons, to 
which | anfwer, that a ftrong Dees is 
never curd in seal Perfons, and a 
weak one requires no Salivation ; fo 
that Difeafes yielding to a Friction, 
will more furely give way to Saliva- 
be as every Day’s Practice agen 

uit 
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but not wee verfZ: And moreover, lefS — 
Danger attends Salivations than Fri- 
tions, as | am oblig’d too often to 
repeat, by reafon I follow a Repetitor, 
who infinuates ftrongly, but proves 
weakly every where. 


Your Seventh Obje&tion is utterly ~ 
deny’d: All Experience, all Reafon, — 
all Truth, is againft you here; for 
*tis well known, that a grown Pox 
is never eradicated, till the Patients 
are foundly Salivated; all Methods 
below this degree are daily found | 
ufelefs : Then becaufe Frictions, or 
_Adminiftrations of Mercury, are only 
lefs degrees of Salivation, for what 
highly breaks the Points of the Poi- 
fon falivates; and laftly, it appears — 
that Chicoyneau wou'd only iaim/at © 
more Butinefs, by gratifying Patients — 
at their own Expence. ‘The. whole 
Compafs of Honour is not. couch’d 
in Monf. Chicoyneau and Dr. Willough- 
by’s Treatife, | hope; and sees

» How vain then and forward. is. this 
Writer and his Tranflator, to hope 
to decry the only Effe¢tual Remedy 
in us as a Blefling to heal. our 
nfrmities brought. upon. us for our 
Crimes, without which we fhou’d be 
Spectators of Miferable Objects, of — 
walking Hofpitals, which would give’ 

us infuperable Fears\ and Terrour ! 

How far we may deferve fuch Pu- 
nifhments, is not my Province to | 
enter upon; 1 am bound by vertue 
of my Powers to give Health, if I 
can, which Comapaffion as well as 
Profit woud invite me to do, but. 
if we cut off our main Secret, by 
: which 
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which we do fuch Wonders, we 
- have no other Method left behind 
to fupply its place; we fhou’d be 
reduc’d to the fame narrow Bounds 
as when the Difeafe and its Cure 
were unknown. What Comfort does 
every Common Offender now-a-days 
enjoy, to what even a Grand Mo- 
narch heretofore did in a like Cafe! 
Had Salivations been as well known 
then as now, there wou'd have been 
no Occafion to have deferted a Chrz- 
Stian for a Jew: And to defert an 
Experienc’d Method for an Obfolete 
one, is going backward into the for- 
faken Paths of Darknefs, and chang- 
ing the Age of Light into that of 
Objfcurity. 


~ Lam, you fee, Sir, far from being 
againft your Practice in fome petty 
Cafes, but far from making my Pa- 
tients lofe their Health, their Time, 
and their Money. 
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Moreover, how weak is the Pra- 
tice of Friction, which calls on a 
Salivation for its affiftance to near 
half the Patients: For, out of the 
Forty Patients mention’d in Chicoyneau 
Eighteen were either falivated, or 
had fome other Evacuation which 
ferv’d inftead of a Salivation: From 


whence it may eafily be gather’d, that. 


if a {mall quantity of Mercury will 
do Service, a greater, proportion’d to 
the Strengths of the Patients, mutt 
have a better Effect ; and the Inftan- 
ces that will be mention’d below will 
give a clear Proof of this Affertion. 
However then the Poifon may be 
blunted by Mercury, its ftay in the 
Blood 1s noxious, for Salts do attract 
each other, and may be generated a- 
frefh in the Blood from our very 
Diet. Is it not every Day’s Experi- 
ence that informs us, how two wea- 
Ker Salts combin’d turn Cauftick ? 
whereas fingly they might be fwal- 

7 | low’d 
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low’d without Prejudice. It muft 
then be the utmoft Imprudence to 
truft thefe Ravagers to remain in 
our Veflels, left they fhow’d acquire 
new Properties by their being har- 
bour’d, and alfo by our Food, and fo 
revive with fharper Points than they 
had at firft: ‘This Levain may lie 
dormant for Years, and yet at faft 
joyn in with Sulphurs, or Acids, or 
Alcalies, and frame Salts or Mixtures 
capable of rotting every Bone. ‘This 
Inftance is not precarious, . but foun- 
‘ded upon fad Experience and_ fatal - 
Miftakes in the wrong application of 
Mercury: Nay, the very Remedy 1s 
not to be trutted within us; for, as 
it is given internally to blunt the 
fiery Acids of the Pox, it ought to 
be obferv’d, that all Acids below 
Aqua Regia will joyn in with it, in a 
Jeis or greater degree : And as this 
Morbifick Acid is look’d upon to be 
a ftrong one, (for fuch it muft be 
that will correde our Bones) can

Mercury be trufted with fuch.a Com- 

anion ? However we point this 
eas it cuts, tears, and rends; and. 
Who is fafe under fuch Combina- 
tions? 1 fpeak of fuch a Method 
as futfers the Mercury to take up 
its. abode in the Blood-Veflels, be- 
‘caufe whilft we falivate a Perfon, 
gréat Care is to be taken during the 
continuance of the Method, to dilute 
heartily, and fo to adminifter proper 
Alteratives, as to be under no danger 
of any Jnconventencies from a Saliva-_ 
tion. | | 


And here we ought to ftop, and 
take a fhort view of the Ignorance 
of fome of the Pretenders to Sali: 
vation. 


Of fuch Confequence is it to chufe 

a Skilful Perfon to falivate, that a 
Difeafe may be render’d invincible, 
or Life may be loft, for want of fuch 
a Choice: How many Confumptions 
| : do 


~ do we weekly find in our Bills of 
Mortality, which are but another 
Name for the Pox, for a Confum- 
tion is the laft Stage of this Difeafe? 
Mott of thefe are Perfons who have 
faild of a Cure under Pretenders 
hands, many of whom have been 
‘ falivated, but fo flovenly, fo carelefly, 
and fo ignorantly, that they can’t bu 
fuffer. © : 


As for my own part, I have pra- 
isd this Method for near Thirty 
_ Years, with good Succefs, and give 
- it as my Opinion to be the only one 
by which a Confirm’d Lues can be 
perfectly eradicated, and may be de- 
pended on with a great deal of Safe- 
ty under good hands, unlefs Patients 
themfelves will be obftinate, and re- 
' gard not their own Welfare ; and the 
Reader may guefs how few love Succtde

Since 
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Since Safety then, and a little 
Trouble, are preferable to Hazard, 
tho’ without Trouble, who wou’d run 
Rifques to purchafe Relapfes worfe 
than the former Difeafe? Either they 
give too much of the Drug, too little 
of Diluters, or neglect the proper Al- 
teratives at the time: [hey either ex- 

e their Patients to Extreams in 
Cold, or Heat: They often allow them 
improper Diet: They too frequently 
neglect to premife fome neceflary Pre- 
parations, which indeed are dreamt 


of by few; to ufe proper Cautions. 


during the Flux; or to poftpone apt 
and convenient, as well as neceflary, 
Adminiftrations upon the Flux’s cea- 
fing. Let us not therefore fay Saliva- 
tions are fo eafie as to be manageable 
by every Hand; no, altho’ they are 
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frequently practis’d in this great Me- — 
tropols, 1 fear this Affertion wou'’d — 


hardly prove true ; and yet if a Skil- 
aii. ful 
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ful Perfon undertakes it, there is no 
more Danger in it than there is in 
taking a Vomit. So much difference 
is there in Men, as there is between 
Memory and Judgment; fome re- 
member every Rule of their Art, and 
yet know not when to put them in 
practice ; others cannot recali thofe 
Rules, but yet by vertue of their Judg- 
ment, can point out the Time of Ad- 
miniftration ; either of thefe are but 
half-bred, the mixture of. both is very 
rarely met with ; however, this is the 
Perfon to be trufted with our Lives, 
whoever he is: Some Soils never 
srow good Phyficians, and others fel- 
dom produce bad ones ; fome are tvo 
boggy for Judgment, others too warm 
for Memory. 


J ought to remind you, Sir, of an 
Inftance of ill Succefs ; you have gi- 
ven a plain Handle for to blame your 
new Praétice, and which I think is 
a Demonftration that ought at leaft

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to convince you: Not One, you fay, ;

as to have paid Regard to the Me- 
thod, tho’ obfolete ; and tho’ it had 
been a new one, as is that of Inocu- 
lation, fo it had been fafe, it woud 
have been embrac’d: But, alas! the 
New and Obfolete chance to be equal- 
ly fafe, that is equally dangerous and 
infufhcient ; and Perfons anointed, die 
of the Great, and grafted,of the Small ; 
fo that you are unluckily out in your
